The Coalition to 
Newton Schools believes the sav 
ings are needed ‘‘for programs, 
teachers, special needs, athletics, 
books and supplies, ete."’ and 
stresses Strand’s statements that 
failing to close two elementaries 
this year will mean significant 
cuts in educational areas. The 
Coalition also notes that, if the ci 


ty does not rebuild the portion of 
the Hyde School damaged by fire 
in 1981 (which will be necessary if 
the school is kept open), it will 
gain $508,000 in insurance 
payments 


Campaign for Village Schools 
leaders note if the burned struc 
ture is rebuilt, the city will have 
the benefit of an additional 


$200,000 in insurance funds. They 
also stress that the reuse plan for 
the building, which has been ap- 
proved by every necessary 
authority except Mayor Theodore 


Mann, will be paid for through 
grants, private monies and in 
surance payments at no cost to 
the city 


Campaign members point to the 
city’s current budget surplus of 
over $4 million as an indication 
that the fiscal situation is not as 
bad as officials claim. They also 
y the costs of renovating 
receiver schools for Hyde and pro- 
viding busing for Hyde students 
will greatly reduce the savings. 

According to David Wilkinson, 
Newton’s chief budget officer, the 
anticipated cash surplus will not 











be confirmed until late July or 
early August. He asserts that $1 
million of the surplus must go into 








next year’s reserve budget and 
that much of the remaining funds 
are already rmarked for cer- 
tain capital expenditures. Anne 
Rawls, co-chairman of the Cam- 
paign for Village Schools, doubts 
that the entire expected $2-3 
million which is presently in lim- 
bo could be slated for city ex- 
penses. 

Vincent Silluzio, assistant 
superintendent for operations and 
planning for the city’s schools, 
estimates that renovations of the 
Hyde receiver schools will cost a 
maximum of $75,000. He also said 
the School Department may not 
need to increase the total number 
of bus routes and reported that in- 














creased busing eliminated the

POPULATION; Strand and the 
School Committee cited declining 
enrollment as the second major 
reason for closing schools. Ac 
cording to Silluzio’s figures, 
elementary school capacities now 
exceed enrollments by 2,000 
students. He projects there still 
will be a roughly 1,000-student gap 
by 1995-96 if no schools are closed 
this year 

The Campaign for Village 
Schools notes the decline is taking 
place at the secondary level 
Silluzio’s calculations show high 
school enrollments are expected 
to drop by over 30 percent in the 
next decade, Kindergarten 
enrollments rose this year for the 
first time since the enrollment 
decline began over a decade ago. 


Campaign leaders also stress 
Silluzio’s figures showing that 
Hyde is now an_ overenrolled 
chool and that the student 


population in the district is ex 
pected to rise 30 percent in the 
next ten years 

The School Committee, Strand 
and members of the Coalition to 
Support Newton Schools stand by 
a “critical mass” theory, 
ting that a certain number of 
students are necessary in a school 
to achieve the best quality educa 
tion. They feel consolidations are 
needed to increase low enrollment 
in several areas of the city. Ac- 
cording to Silluzio’s figures, in the 
past, standardized test scores 
have either increased or stayed 
the same in consolidated schools.

SPACE; Campaign for Village 
Schools proponents contend that 
the four receiver schools: Mason: 
Rice, Bowen, Angier and, in par 
ticular, Z , will not be able to 
accomodate the incoming 
students adequately. They predict 
a lack of activity spaces and an in- 
ability to respond satisfactorily to 
parents wanting to place their 
kids in after-school programs. If 
not next year, they say, the 
squeeze will certainly be evident, 
in later years, as enrollment 
rises.

Okay given to cover

NEWTON — With little com- 
debate, the Board of 


* Aldermen has approved the funds 
to cover the first budget deficit in 


the history of the school depart- 
ment. 
The board Monday night gave 


{their unanimous approval to a 


$366,881 appropriation from 
surplus funds to cover a number 
of variable expenses that were not 
figured into the school system’s 
fiscal 1984 budget. The current 
fiscal year expires June 30. 

The School Committee asked 
aldermen for funds to cover costs 





associated with private school 
transporation, workmen’s com- 
pensation, health and life in- 
surance, fuel, special educa- 
tion/bilingual transporation and 
EdCo pre-school tuition. 

The request had previously 
received the unanimous support 
of both the aldermanic Human 
Services and Finance commit- 














tees. 
“These are cost items we've 
had difficulty in controlling,”

The Cam- 
paign holds neighborhood schools 
responsible for attracting 
residents, providing them with a 
common meeting ground, enhanc- 
ing slo: rty values and providing 

a safer, more congenial environ: 
me int for children.” 

Campaign leaders say the clos- 
ing of Hyde, which is located in 
the center of the Highlands 
business district, will reverse the 
revitalization which has taken 
place in the village over the past 
decade 

‘The Hyde School has been 
there for a long, long time and the 
revitalization (of the Highlands) 
has happened recently, 
countered Martin Tropp, a 
spokesman for the Coalition to 
Support Newton Schools. Coali- 
tion members note that only 55 
percent of the children living the 
Newton Highlands postal area at- 
tend the Hyde School. Rawls 
maintains the area defined as the 
Highlands by the postal service 
bears no relation to the actual 
community 

The Coalition sees the issue as 
balancing needs of the entire 
school system and the concerns of 
one community in that system. 
Members responded to concerns 
about property values by citing a 
study by Silluzio of the Memorial, 











and Emerson School 
The study showed the af 
fected area’s property values in 
creased at the same or a greater 
rate than the city-wide average

He 
noted that the reuse plan designed 
for the old Hyde building called 
for only a small portion of it to be 
used as classrooms

cost of renovation, it would pro 


bably not be economically 
feasable to save the old building 
unless the reuse plan, which in 
cluded numerous grants, were im 


plemented 


MESSAGE TO THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE: Campaign for 
Village Schools members see the 
election as a chance to stop school 
closings in the city, to force the 
committee to find long-range solu 
tions to the city’s problems and to 
protest what they say was an 

illogical” method of selecting 
the schools to close. 

“If the School Committee's 
decision is not reversed, they will 
know virtually any criteria can be 
used to select schools for closing,” 
a Campaign statement declares. 
‘A mandate from the city to keep 
Hyde open will ensure that closing 
any other schools also will not be 
easily accepted by Newton's 
vote 

Supporters of the School Com- 
mittee’s decision see the referen- 
dum as a way to commend the 
committee for making what they 
consider a tough, but necessary 
decision.

Franklin is one of five elementarie: 
chosen as test sites this school year for the 
computer pilot program. This fall, the pro 
gram will expand into five more schools 
and the remaining five elementaries will 
join the project the following year. Com 
puter courses are already taught at the 
junior and senior high levels 

With a growing number of kids joining 
the home computer generation and schools 
around the country introducing ‘the skill of 
the eighties” at lower and lower grade 
levels, Newton began in 1982 to make plans 
for bringing computers into its elemen- 
taries. School staff, administrators, School 
Committee members and parents spent a 
year designing a viable test program 

The model they came up with includes in- 
dividual and group, lab and class work in 
grades three and four with the Logo 
language. The kids in Etre's class receive 
group instruction on concepts and for- 
mulas. Then the various teams each spend 
one-half to one hour during the day working 
on the computer behind a three-sided cubi- 
cle. 

Mark Chaffee, computer specialist for 
the Newton schools, says he now sees the 
fourth grade as a more time-efficient point 
at which to start computer training. 
Teachers and administrators note that the 
third graders are much slower to grasp the 
concepts and, Chaffee says, reach a “point 
of saturation” much more quickly, With so 
few computers to go around, the School

Each class seems to 
have its own acknowledged experts — some 
of whom have microcomputers at home 
others of whom have simply been quick to 
pick up the new skill 

Staff say the computers have also given 
many students who do not do well in school 
a place where they can succeed. That 
translates into a huge boost for their self 
esteem. Both Etre and Carmela Hilbert, a 
fourth-grade teacher at Franklin, say kids 
who have not done well in writing, for ex- 
ample, have suddenly blossomed at the 
keyboard. 

in Hilbert’s class, the computer has 
become a sacred friend. The kids took a 
vote and named their terminal ‘‘Muzzzy.”* 
As two children demonstrated programs 
for their visitor, the entire class gathered 
around, eager to talk about one of their 
favorite parts of school 

‘It almost seems like it’s alive because 
you can do all kinds of things with it,’’ one 
child said. Hilbert's class seemed to be 
hooked on creating fantastic patterns of 
moving and changing colors. 

‘It’s so easy and if you don’t like it (what 
you've done), you can just erase it.”

Titular heads of the Democratic party in 
Massachusetts are on opposite sides in this 
one. Shannon has had the blessing of House 
Speaker Tip O'Neill from the beginning. 
Gov. Dukakis has taken a neutral stance, 
but it would be surprising not to find him 
inclined toward his running mate in the 
successful 1982 state election. 

Kerry’s favored position among 
delegates in the sampling could have a 
meaning. Beneath the surface may be an 
unspoken but positive understanding 
among Dukakis partisans that his 
presence in Washington could be of value 
to the Beacon Hill administration, The 
Duke certainly needs all the Potomac sup- 
port he can muster with Ronald Reagan in 
the White House, or otherwise. 

If he does prevail in the primary, Kerry 
will have a lot going for him where na- 
tional attention is concerned. Back in the 
1969-1970 period when the nation’s mood 
had definately soured on Vietnam, the 
Massachusetts man was an articulate, 
often quoted leader of the Viet Veterans 
mounting the most dramatic of all pro- 
tests. 

For all that, the lieutenant governor was 
notably unsuccessful in attempting to 
launch a political career until he won the 
place on the ticket with Dukakis in 1982. 
Earlier bids for Congress foundered, 
among other things. Now, he tries to prove 
he can win on his own. An outstanding job 
as an assistant district attorney provides 
depth for his candidacy.

To be eligible for Clause 41A 
assistance, a taxpayer, or spouse 
if married, must be 65 years of 
age on July 1, 1983; must have had 
Massachusetts as principal place 
of residence for the past decade 
and, within that period, owned or 
occupied the home for five years; 
and must have had income from 
all sources for calender year 1982 
not exceeding $20,000 (if single) 
and $23,000 (if married) 

The tax payments deferred will 
come due to the city when the tax 
payer's home is sold or his estate 
is settled in probate. 

The city received 350 applica 
tions for Clause 18 exemptions 
last year, but, with this year’s 
policy ¢ Moynihan expects 
no more than 150 applications. 

Moynihan said the change was 
made two or three weeks ago and 

was not broadcast,’’ but 
assessors did notify those tax 
payers with Clause 18 applica 
tions on file and, in pertinent

Her bare belly never stops 
moving as she gathers a 
diaphanous scarf above her 
head and gracefully glides it 
over her lithe body, smiling 
and clapping her fin, s 
bols all the while, Hissing like 
a snake, she rolls her head 
about, sending her shoulders 
into a quivering frenzy 
Assorted chiffon scarves, 
draped from her hips, swish 
back and forth against polish- 
ed toes as she moves 

“It's important to keep this 
as an art form,” stressed Lan- 
dau, who has been belly danc- 
ing since she took a beginning 
course at a YMCA 12 years 
ago. “It should be a sen 
dance, not a sexual danc 

Landau’s big blue eyes 
darken as she cornplains 
about the difficulties in 
preserving the ancient art of 
belly dancing. 

“You si trip-o-grams 
adverti: o when some peo- 
ple hear the word, 

‘bellygram,’ they think of hoo- 
chee koo-chee,’’ she said, a 
hint of disgust creeping into 
her otherwise cheerful voice. 
“The dancers I associate with 
try to do it with cl i 

Landau’s particul tyle of 
belly dancing is relatively 
modest. “I came from a 
school where you wear a lot of 
skirts and don’t show your 
legs,” she noted, **‘Some 
dancers show their full leg, 
but I don’t like it because the 
emphas should be on the 
stomach area and when you 
see legs, it detracts from that. 
Also, it doesn’t look nice to 
have the whole thigh exposed 
— it could give a gentleman in 
the audience the wrong idea.” 

In case customers might be 
harboring misconceptions, 
Landau, who was married a 
year ago, brings her husband 
along for protection. 

“T always try to travel with 
someone at night for safety,” 
said the slight dancer, who 
studied karate in Colorado 
with singer John Denver's 
bodyguard. ‘‘When I’m danc- 
ing for a big crowd, there will 
always be someone who 
shou Take it off.’ But I 
screen all my calls carefully,” 

Those bellygram presents 
are more than 10 minutes of 
dancing. “It’s like a singing 
telegram,” she explained. ‘'I 
have a message written on my 
tummy in eyeliner — 
something like ‘Fift Nifty’ 
or ‘Another One Bites The 
Dust.’”’ 

As she shakes her belly, 
Landau says she’s energized 
by the expectations of her au- 
dience, “It’s exciting to know 
I'm hired to be the highlight of 
the evening,’’ she admitted. 
“My own performance feeds 
off the crowd, If the people 
are receptive, I know I'm 
dynamite. If they're a bunch 
of dead heads, it doesn’t work 
as well. 

“T love it when I get these 
men with big pot bellies who 
don’t mind learning tummy

rolls. They're hysterical and 
it’s a lot of fun,” 

Landau has had many good 
times during the course of her 


belly dancing career, especial- 


ly from 1973. when she tem- 
porarily left her dentistry to 
concentrate on belly dancing 
at Colorado’s ski resorts. 
“Back in my crazy days, I 
belly danced on skis while ski- 
ing down the mountain,” she 
recalled, laughing. ‘‘People 
said I looked like a witch with 
my skirts flying.’’ 

Since she marr: her 
lifestyle is calmer. ‘‘Being a 
wife has changed things,’’ she 
acknowledged. ‘Belly dancing 
is a big part of my life, but 
now, I'm also working on my 
relationship. 


“I consider myself a real 
person,”’ added the dancer, 
who now spends more time 
sailing with her husband and 
less time dancing, ‘I enjoy 
performing but I have other 
interests.” 

Standing five feet tall, with 
shoulder-length hair, Landau 
says she does not look like the 
“ideal”’ belly dancer 

“It’s nice to be tall and cur- 
vy with long hair that flows,”’ 
she explained. ‘I'm a little 


person and not terribly curvy 

I used to have longer hair 
but I really have to keep it 
short for my job,” she 
lamented. “‘It's better to have 
nice, long polished nails 
and I do put polish on at night 

but it’s a clear conflict of 
interest with my job because 
I’m putting my hands in peo- 
ple’s mouths.” 

But Landau believes that 
the dancer’s movements are 
more important than her 
phy al appeal. ‘‘Any age, 
shape and size person should 
be able to belly dance 
declared, noting that belly size 
among dancers has noticeably 
decreased since the art was 
first practiced.

Semyonov denies 
Sakharov is dead

NEWTON Alexei Semyonov, 
Newton Centre resident and step- 
son of dissident Soviet physicist 
Andrei D, Sakharov has 
discredited as untrue published 
reports saying his father, who has 
been on a hunger strike for over a 
month, had died. 

Semyonov, the 
Sakharov's second wife, Yelena 
Bonner, said he did not believe the 
story published in the Sunday 
“London Times ying the Nobel 
laureate had died last week in a 
Gorky hospital because it was 
based solely on rumors cir- 
culating in Moscow 

Asked if he thought the report 
was true, Semyonoy said, ‘'No, 
because their own correspondent 
backed down from the story. 
There is no evidence to support it. 
I still say he is alive.”” 

He made his comments from his 
Newton Centre home where 
several close relatives of 
Sakharov and Bonner have lived 
for the last five year:

Sakharov, who began a hunger 
strike on May 2 to protest his 
wife's house arrest on charges of

Semyonov disclaimed the 
veracity of the ‘‘Times”’ report on 
the basis of phone conversations 
he had last weekend with friends 
overseas, saying he ‘‘spoke to peo- 
ple who spoke to Mr. Stevens (the 
Times reporter whose byline ap- 
peared on the story).’’ He added 
that he could not be more specific. 
According to Semyonov's 
sources, Stevens’ ‘‘backed down"’ 
from his story Sakharov 
i s sed on

The published report came just 
one day after a writer who has 











translated books by Soviet diss 
dent writers into Italian told 
Western journalists e had 





received a cryptic phone call from

Despite the recent ominous 
reports, the Maple Street resident 
maintains that both Sakharov and 
Bonner are being held in a Soviet 
hospital where they are being 
force fed. To support his conten- 
tion, he pointed to a recent story 
circulated by the official Soviet

news agency, ‘‘Tass,’’ that said 
Sakharov “is in good health and 
takes his meal regularly. 

The ‘‘diplomat-on-duty”’ at the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
D.C., who did not want to be iden- 
tified, said Sunday afternoon, ‘‘I 
have no new information about 
Sakharov, There is no official 
statement about his health. I have 
no official information about it 
(the report saying he had died), 












that’s all can say.”” 
Semyonov spent much of his 
weekend - he has done every 


day since Sakharov reportedly 
began his hunger strike 33 days 
ago - making phone calls to 
various Soviet officials, friends 
and other friendly sources in 
Russia and Europe in an effort to 
gain new information concerning 
the status of his father and 
mother, who reportedly began a 
hunger strike of her own when 
Sakharov was removed from their 
Gorky apartment on May 7 
Semyonov said he was unable to 
get through by phone to Gorky, 
the closed city 250 miles east of 
Moscow that has been home to his 
exiled father and mother since 
1980. One Russian operator even 
refused to put him through to the 














Soviet secret police office in 
Gorky, telling him ‘tthe KGB in 
ky does not work on Sun- 





days," he said. 

The situation and the conflicting 
reports on the couple's health, 
combined with harsh Soviet 
criticism of the pair, has placed a 
great deal of str on Sakharov's 
family here, ording to Se- 
myonoy. 

“T would not say they're relax- 
ed. There is not much information 
coming from the Soviet Union and 
not much information we can 
directly check,’’ he said, adding 
that he would not rule out the 
possibility that KGB agents are 
here in Newton keeping an eye on 
Sakharov and Bonner'’s family.

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Concern centers 
on school safety

NEWTON With reports of 
child-snatching and assault in- 
creasing across the country each 
year, both parents and ad- 
ministrators have been taking a 
closer look at school security 
measures, 

In recent years, the Newton 
schools have experienced several 
incidents in which a stranger was 
reported to have entered some 
school undetected and accosted 
students. 











The School Department formal- 
ly reviewed its elementary school 
security procedures earlier this 
fall. And Superintendent of 
Schools John Strand said he met 
recently with a parent couple call- 
ing for tougher precautions in 
local schools. 





Most of the concerns center 
around access to schools and both 
Strand and Melvin Hines, director 
of elementary education, said 
they have worked with principals 
to come up with some simple 
guidelines for elementary schools 
to follow. 


Although one set of parents re- 
quested that all school doors be 
locked and that personnel not 
regularly in the schools wear 
identification badges with photos, 
Strand said he feels such 
measures are extreme. 

“T think it changes the climate

of the school,’ Strand said. ‘You 
want the place to be safe and 
orderly, yet you also want some 
sense of a climate where people 
are invited to come in... I don’t

He 
and Hines outlined current policy, 
although they acknowledged that 
the measures are not enforced 
equally in all schools.

NEWTON — The Garden City is the second 
most valuable property in the Commonwealth 
and neighboring Waltham the tenth most 
valuable, according to recently released state 
figures. 

The state Department of Revenue has set 
Newton's total property value at close to $3.55 
billion, as of January 1, while Waltham’s total 
value comes in at around $1.67 billion as of the 
same date. The combined value of the state’s 
350 cities and towns is $148.6 billion. 

Edging out Newton was Boston, whose 
residential and commercial property is worth 
slightly over $13.3 billion. The communities of 
Cambridge, pringfield, Worcester, Fram- 
ingham, Barnstable, Brookline and Quincy, 
respectively, all had higher total property 
values than Waltham.

Trash firm's failings irk officials

NEWTON James L. Hickey 
marked his first official day at the 
helm of the city’s public works 
department by calling Ward 4 
Alderman-at-Large Richard J 
McGrath “the biggest liar in this 
city.” 

Hickey’s remark capped off a 
five-minute shouting match that 
left the two long-time combatants 
red in the face during a last week 
discussion concerning the per- 
formance of the city’s private rub- 
bish collector, SCA Services, Inc.. 

The heated confrontation ended

rubbish disposal company for fail- 
ing to pay its employees the 
prevailing wage since last June. 

Officials of the state Division of 
Labor and Industries (DL&I) are 
expected to announce soon 
whether an agreement has been 
reached with SCA regarding a 
payment schedule of retroactive 
wages owed past and present

NEWTON Scoring above the national mean average on the Col 
lege Board's Scholastic Aptitude Tests (SAT) may not seem like a big 
deal — unless you're only in the seventh grade 


And scoring high on the 12th grade test is exactly what 26 Newton 
junior high school students did recently 

The kids are among 35 Bigelow and Day Junior High School seventh: 
graders who took the standardized SAT test and the Test of Standard 
Written English (TSWE), which are used across the country as college 
entrance exams, The tests were administered as part of a talent 
search conducted by the Johns Hopkins University Center for the Ad- 
vancement of Academically Talented Youth (CTY) in Baltimore 
Maryland 

The honored students received scores on the verbal portion of the 
SAT from the national average for high school seniors of 430 to as high 
as 660 (a perfect score is 800). On the math segment, the scores ranged 
from the national senior mean of 500 all the way to 640, And on the 
T'SWE the kids racked up scores from the national average for seniors 
of 43 up to 58 

The combined math and verbal scores for the honored students rang: 
ed from 780 to 1280, The highest possible combined score is 1600. 

Over 20,000 seventh and underage eighth grade students from more 
than 2,000 schools from Virginia to Maine took part in the search, 
which, for Massachusetts kids, culminated in a state awards ceremony 
Sunday at Newton North High School. A total of 191 students statewide 
were honored at the ceremony 

Scoring, well above the national average for high school seniors, 
elow seventh-grader Christopher Metz received the highest sco 
(660) among state participants on the verbal portion of the SAT. He 
also received the second-highest combined score statewide (1280) 

Metz and schoolmate Julia Ditelberg received regional honors for 
their performance on the SAT verbal test (Ditelberg scored 610), while 
Bigelow student Stephen Lookner was honored regionally for his score 
(640) on the mathematics portion of the SAT, Metz also received state 
honors for his math and Lookner was honored in the state 
ceremony for his verbal score, All three performed with distinction on 
the TSWIn 

The talent search program, aimed at identifying highly able children 
and encouraging them to work to their potential, has been conducted 
for 11 years in the mid-Atlantic states and for two years in the New 
England area. This is the first year that Newton has taken part in the 
Johns Hopkins program and participation was up to the individual 
junior highs. 

In order to qualify for the program, students had to have scored at 
the 97th percentile or better in at least one category of a standardized 
aptitude or achievement test 

CTY and its parent organization, the Study of Mathematically 
Precocious Youth (SMPY), run a residential program of thr eek 
ated courses during the summer months, which 
receiving high scores on the SAT.

Mixed use better than closings 


Your recent article on mixed 
use of schools.evoked a striking 
remark in the school superinten- 
dent's Report on School Closing 
and Redistricting Ithough the 
decision to reduce capacity by 
closing elementary and junior 
high schools was supported by the 
community as a whole, it met with, 








vigorous objection from the 
school communities affected.”’ 
Apparently, whatever ad- 


vantages consolidated larger 
schools are purported to have, 
those people directly affected feel 
strongly that those advantages 
are outweighed by the obvious 
disadvantages of school closings. 

Are the people who support 
keeping small neighborhood 
schools naive? Certainly not. A re- 
nt study by John Goodlad, a 
well-known educator, found that 
“most of the schools clustering in 
the top group of our sample on 
major characteristics were small, 
compared with the schools 
clustering near the bottom. It is 
not impossible to have a good 
large school; it is simply more dif- 
ficult.”’ 

At the v least, we can say 
that larger schools are not 
necessarily better, and surely do 
not provide a sound educational 














So why are elementary schools 
being closed? The superinten- 
dent’s report makes it clear that 
the reasons are fiscal, not educa- 
tional. 

One response to this is that 
Newton is not in desperate finan- 
cial straits, and does not need to 
amputate some parts in order to 
keep the whole healthy. In fact, 
this year’s city budget shows a 
large surplus of $5 million. 

An even better response is 
found in your article of May 9. 
Education can be well-served, 
and in a fiscally responsible way, 
by developing mixed use, that is, 
renting out temporarily unused 
school space to appropriate 
tenants. Nearby towns as diverse 
as Arlington, Lincoln, and Water- 
town report success with mixed 
use.

NEWTON Summer vacation for 
Newton school children seems to be 
growing smaller by the month 

The School Committee shaved 
another few hours off of the revered 
break recently when members voted 
5-1 to start the next school year a day 
earlier than originally scheduled 
Students will now be called back to 
class on Wednesday, Sept. 5 instead of 
on Thursday, the day on which the 
academic year is usually begun 

The change was made to allow for 
scheduling of the full 185 days allowed 
by the state Department of Educa- 
tion. The one-day addition means the 
system will have a leeway of five 
snow days instead of four. The school 
system ran over its allotment this 
year, closing school because of snow a 
total of seven times this winter.

‘bits and pieces’ of the German 
language for years, although she just 
launched the performance idea last 
year. 

The advantage to teaching a 
language at this age is pronouncia- 
tion,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s amazing the feel- 
ing they have for (the language) — 

y're natural immitators.”’ 

Even their relatively sparse contact 
with the language h parked a new 
enthusiasm in many of Fosnaugh's 
students, After the performance, two 
boys from last year’ st bounced up 
to the personable teacher, clamoring 
for a chance to help out in the current 
production.

WALTHAM Baron Hugo, singer and Big 
Band leader for 60 years chuckles and says 
one of his favorite songs now is “I Wish I Were 
Righteen Again.” 

Hugo, now 80, was conductor for nine years 
of the 35-member in-house band at Newton's 
famous Totem Pole Ballroom from 1942-1951 
But his musical career has never ended, He 
still conducts a seven-piece orchestra in the 
tunes of the 1940s such as ‘In the Mood,” 
“Autumn Leaves,’’ and ‘Chattanooga Choo. 
Choo.” 

The Waltham Chapter of the American Red

“It will be nice to play in Waltham again,” 
Hugo says. ‘It’s been a little while. I'll play all 
their favorite songs,’’ he promises, his blue 
eyes twinkling from behind black horn-rims. 

The aging musician says he still books all 
his own jobs and plays regularly for class reu 
nions at Harvard and Boston College, wed- 
dings and benefits. A devout early riser, 
(‘Mornings are the most beautiful part of the 
day‘), he works almost constantly 

Two weeks ago Hugo was “‘Honorary Tour 
Conductor” on the M/V Atlantic Cruise to Ber- 
muda. He entertained with his seven-piece 
band in a private lounge for a tour group out of 
the Braintree-Quincy-Weymouth area 

In his heyday, the still peppy musician was 
best known as bandleader of the natior 
largest in-house band at Norumbega Park’s 
Totem Pole, where his music was broadcast 
every Wednesday, Friday and Sunday all over 
the New England area. During the Big Band 
era of the 1940s, bandleader greats Guy Lom- 
bardo and Benny Goodman, among others, 
6ften conducted alongside the Baron. 
he Totem Pole ys Hugo, ‘‘that was 
the ultimate in music. Every bandleader in 
the country wanted to play there. It was really 
classy, the place to go. You had to wear a tie 
and there was no drinking 
mission to the ballroom was a mere $1.75 per 
couple and two sodas could be sipped for a 
total of 50 cents. 

The Quincy native, born Hugo Englebert 
Lira, a name he later changed to Baron Hugo, 
performed all over the Waltham-Newton 
area. He played weddings, reunions and even 
conducted his orchestra for Waltham Watch's 
annual variety show. But mostly he 
remembers the high school and college proms 
at Nuttings on the Charles, the glamorous 
ballroom near the old Waltham Lodge, now 
only a cluster of half submerged cement ar... 
wood pilings. 

“T liked to play real slow music so that they 
could dance together,”’ the conductor recalls 
“T liked to see them holding hands to the 
strains of ‘Stardust,’ ‘Body and Soul,’ and 
‘Nearness and You.’ It was so easy going back 
then. I could see their love for one another and 
the caring. They would dance to the sweet 
strains of the music. It was nice and serene 
with the girls floating in their evening 
gowns.”’ 

At the end of a prom evening, the 
bandleader would lead his orchestra in ‘‘Good 
Night Sweetheart’’ and the tired dancers 
“would go home with contentment and sereni- 
ty,’’ Hugo recalls. 

On Patriot's Day in 1929, Hugo married 
Edith Hamilton, an Auburndale native. In- 
troduced on a blind date, the couple courted

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two years before they eloped. The pastor of 
the Emmanuel Methodist Church of Waltham 
read them their vows in his front parlor 

As a worker for the Corn Products Refining 
Co, for 46 years, his wife spent her days at the 
factory making corn oil while Hugo spent his 
nights with the baton, Often days would pass 
before their schedules would coincide 

But the happy match lasted 51 years until 
the Baron's wife died in January of 1980, The 
marriage was secure despite the pressures of 
a show business career 

You know it takes pecial gal to be mar 
ried to a musician,” he says, sighing heavily 
and absent-mindedly stretching his light blue 
suspenders, 

It was his wife who encouraged him to dab- 
ble in acrylic painting. “My wife was an ar 
tist. She remembered my mother telling her 
how the teachers in school used to send home 
notes saying all I did was draw all day.” 

Now during the winter months at his home 
in Milton, Hugo paints landscapes, seascapes 
and the skeletons of demolished buildings that 
once lined the Boston skyline. A few weeks 
ago he exhibited his works at Milton High 
School 

But the elderly musician who says it’s 

hard to live alone,” doesn’t let loneliness and 
boredom get to him. He is friendly and outgo- 
ing and spends several hours a day as a 
Volunteer at the Milton Hospital where he 
‘ings and signs autographs for the elderly pa 
tients who remember him from his Totem 
Pole days 

Hugo says he can sympathize with the pain 
and boredom of the hospital patients he 
serenades because, as a teen, he spent several 
years at Westview State Sanitarium in 
Westfield for a severe case of asthma 

It was at Westview that he was singled out 
by a fellow Quincy resident, drummer Caesar 
Marini, It was Marini who adopted Hugo as 
his musical apprentice and taught him to keep 
a steady beat 

The conductor takes out two pens from his 
breast pocket and begins to tap the table top. 
His lightblue velvet bow tie bobs at his throat. 

I didn’t have any drums or even 
drumsticks,"’ he says, ‘‘but he gave me some 
(sticks) and I used to play on the tables. It’s 
funny how sometimes things started through 
pain happen for the best, If I hadn’t had 
asthma, I never would have started to play the 
drums."" 

After his release from the hospital, Hugo 
began drumming in earnest, taking lessons 
from Bill Maloney, mu: an at the Old 
Howard Theatre in Scollay Square 

In the s Hugo floated with several or- 
chestras along the North and South Shore, 
building a reputation playing debutante balls. 
“I got a beat. I like rhythm, though I have my 
moments of serenity,’’ Hugo says, still bounc- 
ing and tapping on the table. 

In 1936 the Baron organized his own band 
and talked his way into a Sunday broadcasting 
stint at the WHDH radio station at Boston's 
Touraine Hotel. From there he was hired at 
the Totem Pole. 



































One of his fondest memories is playing on 
the Boston Belle, a refurbished World War II 
naval vessel that became the sea link between 
Boston and Provincetown, Mugo remembers 
playing on the sunny, top deck with stars like 
Patti Page.

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Legislative briefs 
Cohen thanked from MMA 


State Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton) recently received the thanks of 
the Massachusetts Municipal Association for his vote against bin 
ding arbitration for municipal police and firefighters. As a member 
of the legislature's Public Service Committee, Cohen voted against 
giving a favorable recommendation to the legislation that would 
reinstate a binding arbitration procedure. Binding arbitration for 
municipal police and firefighers was used during most of the 1970s, 
but was struck from the statute books by Proposition 2% in 1980. 


Review for foster care mandated 
The Senate gave final approval to a bill which would mandate a full 
review of all foster care placements made through the Department 
of Social Services, The bill, written by the Human Services Commit 
tee, of which Sen. Jack H. Backman (D. Brookline-Newton) is 
Senate Chairman, would create an independent foster care unit 
within the Department of Social Services to conduct such case 
reviews every six months. The bill would also require that children 
placed in foster care by the courts receive a dispositional hearing 
every 18 months 

The foster care review unit would convene panels of social 
workers and community volunteers who are trained to conduct 
these reviews throughout the state. There are approximately 8,000 
children in foster care in Massachusetts 

The bill would also direct the Department of Social Services to 
report to the Human Services and Ways and Me ‘ommittee: 
within three months of passage. This report would include the 
number of children in foster care and the duration of theit 
placements. DSS would also be required to conduct a study of state 
laws, policies and procedures governing the placement of children 
in foster care 





Aid restored to pregnant women 
The Senate gave final approval today to a bill filed by Sen, Jack 
Backman (D. Brookline-Newton) which would restore state aid to 
nearly 1,500 needy pregnant women 

Benefits for pregnant women were cut by the federal government 
in 1981. Since that time, 12 other states, including New York 
Michigan and California, have restored these benefits. This bill

“We want those retarded persons still confined in institutions, as 
well as their families, to know that we intend to create en- 
vironments for living for them that we would want for ou 
our communities,’’ stated Sen. Jack H. Backman, D-Brookline- 
Newton who spoke at a ‘Celebration of Community Living" 
candlelight vigil at the rnald State School in Waltham on May 30. 

Sponsored by the statewide Coalition for Community Living, 
similar events took place at all State Schools for retarded persons 
across the Commonwealth, to call attention to approximately 3,500 
persons still confined in such facilities. Also brought into focus were 
the estimated 5,000 arded persons who have never been institu- 
tionalized but who are receiving inadequate or no services from the 
state. 

Backman walked in the vigil alongside a retarded person who now 
lives in a Brookline apartment and who is working as a full-time 
employee in a downtown Boston office. He expressed particular 
gratification at the participation in the program of former state 
school residents who now live and work in the communi yet had 
previously been ‘‘warehoused” for as long as 20 yee Your

powerful proof that community living works, " he stated, adding 
that ‘‘we must demand similar opportunity for others to expand 
their horizons as you have.”’

The fee, required of non-union 
members under this year’s con- 
tract, is equivalent to union dues 
and purportedly intended to offset 
the NTA’s collective bargaining 
expenses, 

The five teachers and ad- 
ministrators and one guidance 
counselor presented 
predominantly 
reasons for their refusal to pay 
the fee. The NTA stressed its legal 
right, under its contract with the 
Newton School Committee, to col- 
lect the money. 

Visiting Judge Kevin Doyle, 
who presides in Waltham, did not 
make any determination at the 
hearing, but rather said he will 
mail his decision to the parties in- 
volved. 





Three additional staff members 
taken to court by the NTA 
defaulted by not responding to 
their summonses to appear and 
another three settled with the

NEWTON Michael Kuklinski, the city’s 
energy conser list and the man 
credited with s taxy rs here over $6 
million in fuel costs, is resigning his post after 
a six-year stint during which he forged a trail 
blazi program of cutbacks in municipal 
energy consumption 

Kuklinski, a 34-year-old New Hampshire 
resident who commutes daily to his city hall 
office, brought on board in 1978 to oversee 
a new energy conservation division within the 
city’s building department and, since that 
time, has realized a 33 percent reduction in 













































overall municipal energy consumption 

From the taxpayers’ point of view, his 
} savings efforts for which he 
receives about $26,000 a year has meant 


about $6.2 million in cost avoidanc ings 
since the start of a five-year energy program 
inl 

That’s big money and it's earned Kuklinski 
the well-deserved title of the ‘Six Million 
Dollar Man.”” 

From the beginning, Kuklinski has been in- 
strumental in streamlining energy costs 
within some 65 public buildings doing 
everything from making minor energy im 
provements to installing solar panels on the 
roofs of fire stations to replace natural gas for 
domestic hot water use. 

The program itself followed the recommen: 
dation of a task force appointed by 
Theodore D. Mann shortly after the Ar 
embargo of 1973-74. What was needed, ac 
cording to the committee, was a full-time posi- 
tion devoted to monitoring and analyzing 
energy consumption data to reduce energy 
costs to the lowest reasonable level. 

The first five-year plan, which was im- 
plemented by Kuklinski and ended with the 
conclusion of fiscal 1983, saved the city the 
equivalent of 1.5 million gallons of fuel oil per 
year — energy the city no longer consumes 
and the taxpayer no longer pays for. 

“We've saved about $1 million over the last 
couple of years by just making minor and sen- 
sible improvemen' such as boiler changes, 
insulation, new hot water heaters. You can 
save 10 or 15 percent in energy consumption in 
just the way you run the buildings,” says 
Kuklinski.

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Cops sue city

CAMBRIDGE The Newton Police Union has filed suit against the 
city charging that a policy requiring some disabled police officers to 
perform limited duties is illegal and a potential safety hazard 

Filed in Middlesex Superior Court, the suit claims the policy, 
adopted by the city in April, deprives police officers of the right under 
state law to a pay disability leave if they are injured on the-job, The 
union — the Newton Branch of the Massachusetts Police Association 
and the city have debated the policy across the bargaining table for the 
past two years without reaching an agreement despite mediation and 
fact finding efforts 

The union charges that the city refused to “engage in anything more 
than surface bargaining” regarding the limited duty proposal. 

Last April, the city declared an impasse in negotiations and im- 
plemented a contract proposal including the limited duty provision. 
The union has refused to sign that proposal, according to the suit. The 
suit contends the policy could be used to deny a disabled police officer 
the right to be paid if the city physician determines he is able to per- 
form limited duties but the officer refuses to do so. 

The union maintains the policy “could jeopardize the safety and 
welfare of the public and of the police by coercing disabled police of- 
ficers back to work before they (are) able to perform their duties.”’ 

City labor attorney Harold Kowal contends that's not a valid argu- 
ment. Kowal said this week the ‘limited duties” called for in the policy 
means clerical work in the station and not a return to police work on 
the street 

He added that no disabled officers have as yet been asked to perform 
such limited duties and that the city will be “very careful not to ask 
anyone to work who is not fit to work.” 

While state law does provide paid leave for disabled officers, Kowal 
said, it also allows that provision to be modified by parties to a labor 
agreement 

he question that the court must answer, Kowal said, is whether the 
city can modify the provision without an agreement from the police 
union 

Kowal said the city proposed the change because officie 
honestly there have been people over the years who could ha 
and done some limited work 

rhere was some thought that people were staying out a little longer 
than they should have,” he said 

lhe union is calling for a policy in which a neutral physician can be 
brought in if a disabled officers personal physician and the city pt 
cian disagree about whether an officer is fit to return to duty. The suit 
states the city rejected that idea at the bargaining sessions. 

Kowal said, however, the limited duty policy now in effect does allow 
for an officer to seek an opinion from a third physician, from 
five, if he feels he is not able to perform the limited work he is 
ed 

Kowal said the lawsuit came as no surprise and that he expects a 
speedy resolution of the matter

A modest proposal 
for village vitality 


To those Newton residents who are con- 
cerned with the growing threats to the 
vitality of the city’s system of villages, we 
suggest a small change in the alignment of 
the legislative branch of city government 
which would insure that their interests 
would be protected in the future. 

The village system, which lends an in- 
creasingly precious neighborhood quality 
to life in the city, already has taken a 
beating from the School Committee’s 
policy of closing schools to accomodate in- 
creasing costs and decreasing enrollment. 

The threats the future holds for the 
villages, given the tax limitations of Pro- 
position 242, stem largely from the drive 
for development of commercial properties 
in the city. With remaining open space 
severely limited and commercial proper- 
ties inflated to 150 percent of their assess- 
ed valuation for taxing purposes, the drive 
for development is a dynamo that pro- 
mises to be a juggernaut unless some 
checks are imposed on it. 

The city’s newly formed Economic 
Development Commission (EDC), design- 
ed to figure out what parts of the city are 
prime for development, does not promise 
to be the watchdog the villages need. Its 
prospectus said little to evidence concern 
for preservation of the residential quality 
of the city’s neighborhoods. 

Attempts to balance residential con- 
cerns with the drive for development, by 
installing neighborhood representatives on 
the commission, met with considerable 
resistance among the aldermen. Some 
board members, out of ignorance, pre- 
judice or both, went so far as to say the 
grass roots reps’ ‘“‘elitism’’ made them un- 
fit to serve on the commission. 

One way to guarantee proper and consis- 
tent concern is given to the vitality of the 
villages is through a modest realignment 
in the makeup of the Board of Aldermen. 
The present system, which includes one 
ward aldermen and two aldermen-at-large 
for every ward, could be changed to in- 
crease the number of ward aldermen to 
two per ward. 

At-large aldermen’s numbers would be 
reduced to one per ward. The number of 
ward advocates would double. Ward 
aldermen are traditionally more respon- 
sive to the needs of their immediate 
neighborhood. They put them ahead of the 
needs of the city as a whole in the belief 
that, if all the neighborhoods are okay, the 
city is okay: the whole is the sum of all its 
parts. 

Those who would voice criticism that 
such a realignment of the board would 
mean parochial concerns might bog down 
the machinery of city government should 
remember that real expediency comes 
from a monarchy. Democracy has proven 
to be a slow-moving process, the real effec- 
tiveness of which is to be found in the 
checks and balances of conflicting 
“parochial” concerns. 

Village advocates would do well to in- 
clude the realignment of the Board of 
Aldermen on their list of long range goals. 
In the face of an administration wrestling 
with ‘‘slow fiscal strangulation’’ and sore- 
ly tempted to wriggle out of its predica- 
ment at the expense of the centuries-old 
network of villages, they need all the help 
they can get.

Expediency versus democracy

Representative democracy is 
seldom neat and never efficient. 
The diversity of attitudes and in- 
terests in a_ pluralistic society 
makes this inevitable, as conten- 
ding points of view clamor for at- 
tention and struggle to prevail. 
But, eventually, decisions get 
made, and the process, for all its 
faults, probably treats more poeple 
more fairly than all of the more 
orderly and efficient alternatives. 

Be ise the system is represen- 
tative, the relationship between the 
electorate and the elected is 
crucial, as constituent pressure 
alternately motivates and inhibits 
the actions of public officials. In 
Newton, where citizen participa- 
tion and political awareness are 
high, constituent input is a sen- 
sitive issue. This is usually a bless- 
ing; occasionally a curse. 

The level of concern, expertise, 
and constructive, informed 
pressure that the citizens of 
Newton bring to bear on the deci- 
sion making process is formidable, 
and in the long run benefits the ci- 
ty. If the process is unwieldy and 
inefficient, the pri s small to pay 
for giving the public a sense of 
some control over its own com- 
munities. But the tem is not in- 
finitely elastic, and public input to 
excess can immobilize the process, 
diverting responsibility from 
elected officials and ultimately 
diminishing the value of citizen 
participation, 

We have been treated in recent 
weeks in yton to examples of 
both e: 

The School Committee’s decision 
to close two more elementary 
schools this year, and the follow-up

several months, the prime exam- 
ple of extensive and essentially 
beneficial citizen input into the pro- 
cess of local government in 
Newton. The policy decision to 
close more schools, itself the pro- 
duct in part of studies by citizen 
task forces extending over the past 
decade, was followed by a s 
quence of extensive public discus 
sions and hearings over an eight 
week period. Members of the 
School Committee sat through 
hours of tedious and often redun- 
dant testimony, answered hun- 
dreds of phone calls, read hundreds 
of letters; then with great difficul- 
ty, reached a decision. 

Many members of the Newton 
Highlands community surrounding 
the Hyde School, which was slated 
for closing, felt the decision was a 
bad one, and petitioned, as was 
their right, for public repudiation 
of that decison by referendum. 
They further petitioned the Board 
of Aldermen for a public hearing on 
the broader issue of the value of the 
Village concept to the vitality of 
Newton. Proponents and opponents 
both gave testimony on this issue at 











generally lucid, thoughtful, and in- 
formative on both sides. 

Notwithstanding the specific out- 
come of the referendum or the 
resolution proposed at the public 
hearing, the process has operated 
with the fullest community par- 
ticipation imaginable. Time will 
tell if the decisions were wise, but 
both voters and elected represen- 
tatives have examined the school 
closing decision and the broader 
issues surrounding it in greater 
depth than would ever have been 
done in the absence of vigorous 
public participation, and the city is 
better for it. 

A counter example of public par- 
ticipation run amuck has recently 
been provided by the Board of 
Aldermen, which decided earlier 
this month to establish a commit- 
tee of up to 14 non-elected members 
of the community to deliberate 
over the fate of a piece of city- 
owned property about the size of a 
drivewa 





The land in question sits between 
the former Mayflower furniture 
building and a gas station in West 





turnpike and Washington Street. 
The developer who is renovating 
the building, after numerous 
meetings with members of the 
on community and at 
stion, offered to buy the 
property from the city and place 
about eight parking spaces there 
for one of its tenants. The owner of 
the gas station agreed to the plan. 
The city must still hold a public 
hearing, approve a zone change, 
set a r price, and attach 
what conditions it feels 
nece y to the deal. 

The opportunity for public input 
through the public hearing and 
before the aldermanic committee 
that will deal with the case is am- 
ple. Nonetheless, the full Board of 
Aldermen insisted that the citizen’s 
committee, whose work in effect 
has already been done, be con- 
stituted for the sake of yet more 
community participation, thus 
dodging responsibility and ensur- 
ing that the residents of West 
Newton will have to endure an 
eyesore for an extra three months. 

The right of the public to have a 
say about the disposition of any 
public property, however small, is 
not in question, The extent of public 
input, however, should bear some 
2asonable relationship to the com- 
xity of the issue involved. The 
closing of a school and the future 
development of the city are topics 
worthy of extensive public debate. 
But a 24-member Board of 
Aldermen ought to be able to come 
to a decision about eight parking 
spaces without trivializing the role 
of public participation in the deci- 
sion making process.

The ‘folly’ at Columbia Point 


An open letter to 

Mr, Philip Abrams, 
Undersecretary 

U.S. Dept. of Housing and 
Urban Development 


I am writing as your latest suc- 
cessor as chairman of the Newton 
Ward 5 Republican Committee to 
tell you that, at our meeting of 7 
June, we unanimously voted to 
strongly protest the waste of any 
more of our hard-earned tax 
dollars on the so-called 

rehabilitation” of the infamous 
Columbia Point Housing Project 

Our reason is that, like all such 
proposals for “‘renewal”’ (and we 
have news clippings to show that 
they have been announced with 
dismal regularity once or twice a 
year for over a decade), the pre- 
sent scheme does not address (or 
even mention) the real root of the 
problem at Columbia Point - 
which is the people who live there 

Quite to the contrary, it begins 
with the ¢ ion that all of the 
present tenants are to be assured 
(nay, this time, guaranteed) the 
right to go on living there! Which 
is precisely the one sure way to 
make certain that no rehabilita- 
tion effort will ever work. 

What nobody ever wants to face 
up to is the fact that this once 
beautiful and astonishinlgy 
desirable building complex has 
been wrecked, piece by piece, by 
its own occupants. 

It wasn’t incompetent 
bureaucrats who tore the place 
apart (though they sat by and let 
it happen). It wasn’t an invasion 
of ‘outside barbarians’ that 
reduced Columbia Point to a burn- 
ed out, stinking, rat-infested 
byword for degradation and 
danger. It was people who live 
there at public expense who did 
all these things. 

There is no sense in pretending 
about it. The things that have 
been done to (and at) Columbia 
Point were not done by outsiders. 
No “‘outsider”’ in his (or her) right 
mind even dares go near the place 
nowadays. A couple of youths got 
off the MBTA Red Line not long 
ago and took a wrong turn on their 
way to nearby Boston College 
High School (where campus 
shrubbery has had to be cut down 
because of lurking muggers). 
Once inside the project area, the 
boys were set upon, beaten, lucky 
to escape with their lives, An 
elderly Italian man who tried 
fishing from the rocks behind one 
of the seaside buildings was not so 
lucky; attacked in the water, he 
died. 

Taxi drivers try to shun the 
place out of sheer terror. Delivery 
men have been assaulted and 
stabbed in the act of bringing in 
furniture orders. City firemen 
have had to request police escorts 
when they go to put out the fre- 
quent fires in the project, because 
of attacks from ‘‘adolescents” on 
the roofs, hurling boulders, bot- 
tles and bricks! (These are the 
same “‘youngsters’’, presumably, 
who have left the hallways of even 
the still-occupied buildings reek- 
ing with the stench of urine and 
human feces, and who smash up 
the walls, fixtures and fittings of 
still-intact apartments as if the 
only pleasures known to them 
were acts of theft, violence and 
demolition. ) 

America is the only nation in 
history which has regularly of- 
fered subsidized housing and 
financial up-keep to large 
numbers of people who are then 
permitted to go about wrecking 
the buildings they live in - and 
then to use the “‘projects’’ provid- 























ed for them as bases for preying, 
in one way or another, on the very 
society which has tried (at such 
considerable expense) to help 
take care of them. 

It is not a racial, ethnic or 
religious matter; the develop- 
ment of fundamentally criminal 
and irresponsible sub 
communities can take place 
among blacks, whites, Hispanics, 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews - any 
group one can think of. But one 
thing has proved obvious; in 
whatever neighborhood or ‘pro 
ject’ where such people begin to 
congregate and proliferate, the 
only way to begin “‘restoration”’ of 
such an a is to get rid of (either 
by dispersal or discipline) the 
people who practice the kind of 
destructive and predatory 
behaviour which has, up to now, 





destroyed all too many well 
meant places like Columbia 
Point 


Which is why, finally, we oppose 
this new $160,000,000 scheme of 
‘redevelopment.”. For all its 
glowing promise of integrating 
public and private enterprise, 
varying races, ethnic groups, 
social and economic classes in one 
vast, glorious urban paradise 
(again) - the fact remains that 
there is no real way to ‘‘cure’’ Col- 
umbia Point (under whatever fan- 
cy new name people may now 
choose to call it) without doing 





something rather drastic about 
the problem posed by a good 
many of the current residents 





To start out by guaranteeing 
them the right to go on living 
there forever, without penalties of 
the sort other countries 
autor ically impose for 
misbehaviour and without strict 
and wholly enforceable eviction 
and security measures - is simply 
to throw our money down a 
rathole (again). 

The idea of “rebuilding” Col- 
umbia Point is undoubtedly ap- 
pealing to the contractors, real 
estate speculators and ‘‘social 
planners” whose efforts will be 
paid for and subsidized out of 
public funds (which we pay for) - 
but whoever do you think, in his or 
her right mind, will really want to 
pay $800 to $1000 a month to go out 
there and live among the ‘present 
inhabitants‘'? 

The notion seems to us palpably 
absurd! 

No matter how pretty the new 
and refurbished buildings, it is 
worth remembering that it really 
didn’t take very many bullie: 
pimps, muggers and drug add 
to wreck the original Columb) 
Point housing project. And unless 
you begin at the beginning, by do- 
ing something now about the peo- 
ple who made (and continue to 
make) that poor, ruined, fearful 
wreck of a place all but in- 
tolerable for normal human 
habitation, there really seems no 
earthly point in ying to 
“rehabilitate’’ it. 

Or so, at least, it seems to us. If 
you have time, we really would 
like to know how (as a Republican 
and former colleague on our Ward 
Committee) you can find it possi- 
ble to support such a proposal on 
the terms outlined in the press - 
and to which we have, as you can 
see from the above letter, such 
strong (and widely held) objec- 
tions.

LWV opposed to Centre plans 


The Newton League of Women 
Voters is opposed to the request 
by the Piccadily-Langley Trust 
that they be allowed to convert 10 
low rent apartment on 47-61 
Langley Road, Newton Centre, to 
offices without providing space 
for 25 cars 

We are opposed to the project on 
three grounds. First, as the Plan: 
ning Department study had in 
dicated, and anyone who has tried 
to shop in Newton Centre can cor 
roborate, the area is too con- 
gested to allow for the creation of 
new offices without the addition of 
new parking spaces. 

Second, the proposed develop- 
ment would reduce the already in- 
adequate stock of low and 
moderate income housing in 
Newton. Since 1969, it has been ci- 
ty policy to increase, when possi- 
ble, the supply of low and 
moderate rent apartments. A city 
ordinance, known as the 10 per- 
cent ordinance, has required any 
developer who receives a special 
permit for multi-family housing to 
provide 10 percent of the units, or 
other units of equal value, for use 
as publically subsidized apart- 
ments. 

Under this ordinance, the low 
income housing supply has in- 
creased, but has 
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necessarily been very gradual. By 
adding a few units at a time with 
each development, Newton has 
slowly acquired about 90 low and 
moderate rent apartments over a 
period of 12 years. If it allows this 
conversion, the city will now 
decrease the supply by 10 units: 
Given the difficulty of acquiring 
needed low income housing, it is 
poor policy to take 10 existing, 
usable apartments off the market 
in one action 


Finally, this proposal could be 
costly to Newton in terms of State 
assistance for conservation land 
Both the Dukakis and King ad 
ministrations have actively en- 
forced regulations linking State 
aid for conservation land to the 
level of effort a community shows 
in providing discrimination-free 
low and moderate income hous- 
ing. When Newton applies for con- 
servation land subsidies, how will 
the State view a rezoning action 
which allows a developer to 
destroy a sizeable block of usable, 
low income apartments? 





This proposal would create pro- 
blems for the community and we 
recommend its rejection.

Open Letter to Newton Board of 
Aldermen 


I agree very strongly with two 
of your colleagues (R, Tennant 
and J. Regan) that this proposed 
ordinance is an unjust intrusion of 
government into the private sec 
tor. As long as I have lived and 
worked in Newton my observation 
has been one of cooperation bet 
ween employer and employee 
regarding a non-smoking policy 

Many employers do not allow 
smoking and this is known at the 
outset. In this event, a smoker 
complies and smokes elsewhere 
and not on the job. 

In a situation where smoking 
may annoy non-smokers, air 
purifiers and special ashtrays can 
be used and common courtesy is 
usually extended to the non 
smoker. It would be counter 
productive to morale and business 
to do otherwise. 

It is an asumption at this point 
and very controversial as to 
whether passive smoke is a car- 
cinogen, To té it one step fur- 
ther it is thought to be a con 
tributing factor and not a cause of 
sancer to a smoking person also 
There are many other con- 
tributing factors that we all deal 
with every day as dangerous 
situations to our health and life 
such as drunk drivers and fumes 
from some cars and trucks. I face 
the possibility of a dangerous ac- 
cident every day trying to exit

Yet there is no 
vigorous energy being spent to try 
and alleviate this situation that 
many of you are already aware of 

I suggest you read the article in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine (6/7/84) stating that 
natural radiation emitted by soil 
beneath home and the construc- 
tion material inside may cause a 
major portion of the lung cancer 
that occurs among non-smokers 
It is said that it is quite likely that 
subsequent work will show that in 
the population at large “as much 
as |'s to ‘2 of all lung cancer 
causes in non-smokers and a 
small percentage in smokers can 
be ascribed to this type of ex- 
posure indoors.” Maybe we 
should have a study done on our 
soil in Newton! 

Before you vote on this smoking 
ordinance in Newton I hope you 
give serious consideration to the 
possible ramifications if this or- 
dinance is passed.

The Massachusetts chapter also 
elected its first woman president, 
Jean Hudson, in May. Hudson is 
the first ever female president of

Fathers today are more concerned with pro 
moting relationships between their children,’ 
agreed Dr. Joan Bergstrom of Watertown, a 
professor at Wheelock College’s Dept. of 
Studies in Barly Childhood. “I think many 
more of them are really concerned with break 
ing away from the stereotypical, patriarchal 
role.’ 


This Father's Day, Burrus, Bergstrom and 
scores of other doctors, educators and social 
workers will explore the changing role of 
fathers, different styles of fathering and op 
tions for participating in child rearing during 
The Greater Boston Area Fatherhood Forum 

The June 16 event, sponsored by the 
Fatherhood Project in New York, will feature 
workshops, exhibits, films and lectures at 
Wheelock College in Boston from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:15 p.m. At 9 a.m., Senator Paul Tsongas will 
speak about priorities in fatherhood 

The forum is a chance for people to focus on 
fathering itself on Father’s Day — not just 
spend the holiday sending cards — to think of 
role struggles, conflicts, opportunites and give 
fathers a chance to get together,” said Barry 
Pomerantz of Newton, a therapist at Children’s 
Hospital, He will be conducting a workshop for 


As a family therapist, Pomerantz points to the balance between 
financial and emotional family demands as the biggest struggle 
he sees facing today’s fathers and working mothers. But while he 
acknowledges the pressures are tough, Pomerantz claims they 
are not insurmountable 

‘My suggestion would be to set priorities,’ advised the father 
of two boys. ‘‘In the end, you end up doing what you think is im- 
portant 

Some of that has to do with influencing employers — telling 
them you need time off to go to a school conference. Or maybe 
put aside a golfing match to play catch in the backyard, or put 
aside a business night to go to a school committee meeting to 
voice an opinion about some issue in the community that will af- 
fect the family.” 

Pomerantz conceded that parents will probably never be able to 
spend as much time as they’d like with their children. But he 
urges them particularly divorced men who only see their 
children on weekends — to make the best use of that time. 

Some suggestions on maximizing the time fathers spend with 
their children will be offered during Bergstrom's June 16 
workshop, ‘Creative choices for children’s time, the special role of 
fathers.” 

“T think fathers today are realizing they’re pretty important in 
their kids’ growth and development,” said Bergstrom, whose book 
‘School’s Out — Now What?’ will be published this fall. “‘One of

Truck ban decision| 
rests on aldermen

NEWTON A much-debated trial truck 
exclusion along a pair of Auburndale road: 
ways has come to an end, but residents of 
adjoining streets are now lining up to ask 
for the same treatment and may choke off 





heavy vehicle traffic to all but a few 
neighborhood streets 
A 60-day trial exclusion of he: vehicle 


traffic along portions of Webster and 
Wolcott Streets ended last week and the 
decision to make those closings permanent 
now rests with the Board of Aldermen. 

The exclusion would take effect between 
the hours of 8 p.m. and 7 a.m. and the trial 
truck ban has, according to residents, 
reduced the amount of early-morning no 
and danger associated with rumbling 
trucks on residential sidestreets. 

The residents had also complained that 
the trucks had cracked sidewalk and street 
pavement, torn down overhead electrical 
wires and raised dirt 

But the ban shifted truck traffic to other 
residential streets, particularly those in 
neighboring West Newton village where 
homeowners along Cherry, River, 
Westwood and Elm Streets complained 
about the excessive increase in heavy vehi- 
cle traffic. 

Now, the Cherry Street Home Owners’ 
Association (CSHOA) is seeking the same 
treatment for the Cherry/River Street 
area, asking for similar truck traffic relief 
for their neighborhood. 

The CSHOA has gathered almost 80 
signatures in favor of such a truck exclu- 
on and is supported by Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle, who has questioned the style 
and manner of the Traffic Commission in 
recommending a trial truck ban for 
Auburndale knowing that the traffic would 
simply be displaced elsewhere. 

Bullwinkle has accused the commission 
of being ‘‘unfair’’ to West Newton residents 
and is now pushing for truck exclusions of 
equal effectiveness in his ward. 

“There seems to be a desire to develop a 
single truck route system,” says city traf- 
fic engineer David Tannozzini. ‘‘But how do 
you do that if you have one main street lin- 
ed with businesses and all other streets are 
residential? Where will the alternative 
truck route go?’’ 

The truck traffic is largely due to a local 
construction business, the DiCarlo Con- 
struction Company, on Webster Street 
which sends out early-morning crews to 
various locations. Those trucks take a 
number of routes, but the ones that which to 
reach a major artery, such as Com- 
monwealth Avenue or Rt. 128, find it easier 
to use Webster and Wolcott Streets in 
Auburndale.

Hyde agonizes

NEWTON — In the closing days of 
June, as the mercury creeps upwards 
and local swimming spots open, most 
kids at the Hyde School already seem to 
be thinking more about the summer 
vacation that lies ahead than the school 
they have left forever. 

But some of those children and many 
of their parents are still struggling to 
come to terms with Newton voters’ 
almost 3-2 decision last Wednesday to 
close the century-old Highlands elemen- 
tary. 

Their feelings range from resignation 
to bitterness to outright rage.

Affirmative 
action called 
‘law of land’

NEWTON Jane Edmonds, the former 
chairman of the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (MCAD), 1 week 
told a group of selectmen and mayors from 
across the state to accept affirmative action 
because “it's right — still right — and still the 
law of the land.” 

Edmonds, who served as chairman of the 
MCAD for three years before stepping down in 
1980, spoke at the Newton Marriott Hotel 
before a group of chief city officials during a 
meeting of the Massachusetts Mayors’ 
Association, 

“Let's be honest. Many cities and towns are 
not committed to affirmative action,’’ said 
Edmonds, who now heads a consulting firm 
for affirmative action goal attainment. 

Edmonds also warned against misinter- 
preting a recent Supreme Court decision 
upholding the ‘“‘last hired, first fired’’ seniori- 
ty system in the Memphis, Tenn., fire depart- 
ment. Minority groups have criticized the 
decision as a major blow to affirmative action 
programs. 

The seniority ruling is expected to adverse- 
ly affect minorities who have entered the job 
market only recently because of past 
discriminatory practices. 

The Supreme Court's narrow opinion on the 
ruling does not affect ‘‘present or future 
voluntary affirmative action plans...(or) 
agreements currently in force between local 
communities and the MCAD,”’ Edmonds said. 

The 6-3 decision, however, does have serious 
implications that, if ignored or misunderstood 
by local governments, could pose difficulties 
for the balance of the decade, she added. 

“It will force the matter of reconciliation of 
economic differences among members of ma- 
jority and minority groups into the political 
arena," she said. 

Speaking on a broad range of affirmative

According to the indictment, Anzalone 
had a ble amount of cash he wanted to 
donate to a birthday party fund for Kathryn 
White, the mayor’s wife, but whose source 
he wanted to conceal from the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS). 

Reilly, who was granted immunity from 
prosecution, testified under subpoena last 
week he was given $500 in cash in return for 
a personal check made out to the birthday 
fund in the same amount. 

When the party was later cancelled, Reil- 
ly said he recieved a refund check for $500,

Dentist’s suit nets $15,000

AUBURNDALE - To this day, 
Dr. Joseph Beck, a short, slight 
60-year-old man who has practic- 
ed dentistry in Auburndale for a 
quarter of a century, does not 
understand why police officer 
Donald McArdle was so upset 
with him. 

He will probably never know, 
but whatever the reason, McAr- 
dle’s behavior on June 1, 1979, has 
cost the city’s taxpayers $15,000 - 
the amount recently approved by 
the Board of Aldermen for an out- 
of-court settlement of Beck’s civil 
rights lawsuit claiming he was 
‘“‘maliciously, falsely, un- 
justifiably and without caused ar- 
rested.” 

It’s not everyday that ‘“‘you find 
police arresting people for park- 
ing in the wrong place,”’ says 
Beck, but that day in June five 
years ago is not one he’s likely to 
forget. 

Beck was very close to being 
late for a noontime meeting at the 
Harvard Medical School where he 
teaches, but had to mail a letter 
first. He pulled his car into a ‘‘no 
parking’’ zone outside the 
Auburndale Post Office, parked it 
with two wheels on the curb and 
two on the street, and ran into 
send the letter. 

When he came out, there was 
McArdle standing over his car 
writing a ticket. The officer was 
angry, Beck recalls, and said to 
him, ‘You left your motor runn- 
ing 

Beck pulled his car keys out of 
his pocket to show McArdle that 
the car could not possibly still be 
running. McArdle asked for his 
license and Beck, who has lived in 
the same home here for the last 22 
years, began explaining to him 
that he would gladly accept the 
ticket, but he had to get to his

talkie to call for assistance to help 


him with his “prisoner,” and 


Beck, who was by this time scared 


of what McArdle might do next as 
he sat in the back seat of the of 
ficer's patrol car, 
the window and shouted into the 
microphone, ‘Please, send help 
He's hurting me.”

“claw” was one of the “signifi- 
cant” reasons the city sought to 





settle Beck's case without a trial 
or formal judicial decision.

Piro, a Somerville Democrat, 
Friday pleaded innocent to charges 
of conspiracy to commit extortion 
and attempted extortion in an 
alleged deal to provide two liquor 
licenses for the Assembly Square 
Mall and an adjacent industrial 
park in Somerville 

Federal officials charged Piro 
demanded $25,000 from the East 

Bay Development Corp., in ex- 
change for the help and that he 
received a $5,000 partial payment 
in “walking around money” from 
an undercover FBI agent posing as 
acompany official 

The scandal erupted at an awful 
time for McGee. The speaker has 
been walking a tightrope all year in 
the face of a powerful challenge 
from Rep.

Affirmative action in jeopardy 


By Elizabeth Olson 


The Supreme Court’s effort to balance the ex- 
plosive issues of seniority and affirmative action 
for minorities has resulted in a confusing ruling 
sure to prompt more lawsuits and bad feelings in 
the workplace. 

Tackling a case from Memphis, Tenn., the na- 
tion’s highest court ruled last Tuesday that 
employe could not protect newly hired 
by sacrificing the jobs of white 
vith more seniority 
The ruling was not a surprise since the tribunal 
stently ruled in favor of seniority 
security earned through years on the job. 

Black firefighters in Memphis who had fought 

plan prompted by a city budget crisis 
cted angrily, saying the 
minorities back at least 50 years.” 

The Memphis dispute grew out of a federal 
district judge’s order that the city make certain 
not all blacks would be laid off during a 1981 city 
fiscal crisis. 

Mass minority layoffs were likely since blacks 
and other minorities had joined the nearly all- 
white firefighting force only in the 1970s. The 
judge's order resulted in layoffs of some veteran 
white firemen. 

The ruling also is a blow for Hispanics in the 
workforce, said John Huerta, of the Mexican- 
American Legal Defense and Educational Fund 
in Los Angeles. 

“It doesn’t make it any harder to get in (the 
job force), but the decision makes it harder to 
stay,’’ he said, 

Women, who have also only recently entered 
municipal employee ranks, are also affected by 
the ruling. Judith Avner, lawyer with the NOW 
Legal Defense and Educational Fund, said the 
ruling will produce more individual lawsuits or 
suits for smaller groups of people, instead of 
large class action suits.

It weakens the incentive to com- 
promise.”’ 

Ms. Avner and others focused on highly am- 
biguous language written by Justice Byron 
White, who hinted that fede ivil rights law 
permits only actual victims of discrimination to 
gain a remedy, such as layoff protection or 
racial quotas, to redress wrongs against them. 

The unexpected twist provided by White was 
not necessary to decide the Memphis case, and 
there was immediate speculation that the court 
might be signaling disapproval of remedies 
federal courts use widely to right past 
discrimination. 

The Reagan administration, which has waged 
a thre r campaign to limit 2 
remedies to those who have suff 
tion, quickly hailed the ruling as a sweeping vic- 
tory. 

William Bradford Reynolds, whose job is to en- 
force the nation’s civil rights laws, said he plans 
to review all anti-discrimination agreements in- 
volving the federal government, and moved im- 
mediately to ask a judge to throw out an af- 
firmative action ruling involving Cincinnati 
police. 























But William Taylor, a noted discrimination 
law expert, interpreted the ruling differently. 
“Hiring, promotion and training opportunities 
(for minorities) are untouched,’’ he said. 

“It’s not the death knell for affirmative action 
It doesn’t outlaw quotas,’’ Samuel Rabinove, 
lawyer for the American Jewish Committee, 
said 

What happens now depends on how lower 
courts interpret the ruling. Some judges will use 
it to change the basic way American employers 
have redressed wrongs against blacks, 
Hispanics and women. 

Federal courts, instead of restricting remedies 
to individual bias victims, generally have impos- 
ed such solutions as hiring and promotion goals 
to help bring the job force into balance. 

However, the court opinion leaves open the 
possibility that it is legal for employers to take 
such actions voluntarily, instead of by court 
order, 

Inevitably, a new case will come before the 
Supreme Court to enable it to clarify the justices’ 
views on race-conscious remedies. 

In the meantime, ‘‘prolonged and expensive 
litigation” is in store, predicts Drew Days, 
Carter administration civil rights enforcer. 

The ruling ‘‘raises the ante in these cases’’ b: 
telling minoriites ‘to go all the way, establish a: 
much discrimination as you can, nail them to the 
wall,”’ said Days, now a Yale Law professor. 

Stephen Bokat, of the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce National Litigation Center, said 
employers ‘‘are going to aggressively challenge 
attempts to impose broad-based affirmative ac- 
tion plans.’"’ 

‘Before this (the court’s opinion), it was so ex- 
pensive to litigate that people settled. Now, it 
looks like the (Supreme) court will not recognize 
these judicial remedies.”

Orwell's predictions are 
sneaking into our world 


By John Rogers 


Eric Blair, much better known 
by his pen-name George Orwell, 
would have celebrated his eighty 
first birthday Monday last. When 

1984’ appeared in 1949, I was 


about to receive my literacy 
papers from the College by the 
Charles, and the reading of 
Orwell’s last novel was de 
rigueur. 

We nascent intellectuals and 


keepers of the cultural flame had 
very recently suffered through 
the abominations of world war 
We had learned-or at least sensed- 
that the distance between foot 
soldiers and politicians was 
grave, and we liked to think that, 
actually or empathetically, we 
had absorbed something about the 
nature of pain 


Few of us were avowed 
socialists; most of us felt that 
ultimate power in the hands of 


any ruler was evil and that the 
voice of the people was, sadly, 
silent. 

We suffered with Winston Smith 
while he hopelessly sought love 
and freedom in his future world of 
hate and love and slavery and 
freedom, deliberately and cruelly 
confused by a government of and 
for ‘Big Brother.”’ 

But ‘1984’ was, after all, a kind 
of science fiction. It presented an 
enormous unreality, of consuming 
imaginative and intellectual in- 
terest, but improbable or impossi- 
ble in the land of the free. Some of 

















us read ‘‘Animal Farm” after- 
wards and were comforted, in a 
way, when we found that our 
radical-socialist author-hero had 
laid such a scathing, satiric in- 
dictment of the far-over-the- 
eastern-border nemes Com- 
munism. 

Within eighteen months, the 


country was conscript not only to 


the ‘“‘peace-keeping action’’ in 
Korea but to the invective of the 
guru from Wisconsin: the 
laundry-list defender of the 





American way, exposer of the evil 
Soviet Contrivance from without 
and its tentacles of subversion 
from within: Joe McCarthy. We 
accepted the rationale of ‘‘Loyal- 
ty Oaths,’’ required signing for 
job applicants who wanted to 
work as postal employees, 
shipyard pipefitters, 
schoolteachers. I signed one, I 
like to think now, with great, 
grudging reluctance, in order to 
cement a teaching post at a public 
high school. 

We survived that, moved on, 
recouping and regathering a 
sense of national integrity. 

And here we are-in 1984. There 

are no government-linked and 
monitored giant television 
screens on our bedroom walls. We 
are still free men, free to choose 
individual pathways of success or 
folly, free to come and go when 
and where we wish, except, of 
course, anywhere in any inner ci- 
ty or public parks between sunset 
and sunri We are, most of us, 
warm in winter, and most of us, 
well fed. We own a color television 
set and a cable hookup that pro- 
vides us with 37 channels of 
‘Beaver’ reruns, and a library 
card, and one good car and a se- 
cond rundown one, and a sense of 
security. 

















So, Mr. Orwell, you were wrong. 
Che worst evidence of ‘Big 
Brother” lies only in oc a 








dot-matrix incursions 
from credit card foulups, a little 
political graft here and there, oc- 
casional disfranchisement of the 
rights and interests of the poor or 


needy or black or female 
citizenry, There has been no 
sweeping and ndiose dic- 





tatorial usurpation of government 
power, no classification or 
segmentation of the population in- 
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to “proles” or “workers” by of: 
ficial dictum, no broadscale inva 


sion of privacy, bedroom or 
playroom 
1984''’s images were, let us 


agree, bold, broad, violent strokes 
on a canvass of a_ political 
novelist’s imagination. They 
shook our sensibilities, terrified 
our futures, struck lasting marks 
on the surface of public discourse 
“Big Brother,”’ “newspeak,” the 
title itself, ‘1984,’ will long per- 
sist as watchwords of political 
confusion and alarm, But history 
would seem to have confounded 
its horrific predictions: a society 
whose principle business is 
rewriting actuality so as to sup- 
port its own perilous structure, or 
maintaining a super PR cam 
paign designed to ensure its peo 






ple’s hatred of an imaginary 
enemy and, therewith, their 
disregard of wholesale repres: 
sion. Such things have not 


transpired in this Republic. 

Another, less well-known work 
of Orwell's - the essay ‘‘Politics 
and the English Language” (1946) 
- strongly suggests that not only is 
the language in sorry disrepair 
but also that the consequent com- 
munications gap will destroy any 
possibility of political truth of any 
direct and practical sort 

“Now, it is clear that the decline 














of a language must ultimately 
have political and economic 
causes,’’ he writes. “It the 


English language becomes ugly 
and inaccurate because our 
thoughts are foolish, but the 
slovenliness or our language 
makes it easier for us to have 
foolish thoughts... In our time, 
political speech and writing are 
largely the defence of the indefen- 
sible. Things like the continuance 
of British rule in India, the Rus- 
sian purges and deportations, the 
dropping of the atom bombs on 
Japan, can indeed be defended, 
but only by arguments which are 
too brutal for most people to 
face... 

Thus political language has to 
sist largely of eupheism, 
stion-begging and sheer 
vagueness 

fe great enemy clear 
language is_ insinceri When 
there is a gap between one’s real 
















of 








and one’s declared aims, one 
turns... instinctively to long words 
and exhausted idioms... In our 





age there is no such thing as 
"keeping out of politics.’ All issues 
are political issues, and politics 
itself is a m of lies, evasions, 
folly, hatred and schizophrenia... 








Political language - and with 
variations this is true of all 
political parties, from Conser- 


vatives to anarchists - is designed 
to make lies sound truthful and 
murder resectable..." 

So perhaps the flagrant dic- 
tatorial repression of ‘1984’ does 
not best represent Orwell's 
predicted dissolution of free socie- 
ty. Rather, it is his political 
essays that conjure up an in- 
sidious worm of politspeak, 
“‘Newspeak,”’ and the like nibbl- 
ing silently away at our 
democracy, our dignity, and our 
humanity while we distract 
ourselves with cable TV, health 
clubs, tax shelters, kugerands and 
vacation retreats. 

Hold your breath, listen; do you 
hear, in the stillness of your atten- 
tion, mites working at the founda- 
tion? 

Never mind the cataclysm, the 
consuming violence, the con- 
flagration. As one of Orwell’s con- 
temporaries puts it, ‘*...this is the 
way the world ends, not with a 
bang but a wimper.”’ 

Pay attention out there. And 
Happy Birthday, George.

City government needs to be as localized as is practical

Maintaining 23.2 pupils/class in 
each school is not a reassuring 
policy, The differences in the 
needs of each group of pupils, in 
the physical structure of each 
school, in the desires and needs of 
each community would seem to 
litigate against such a policy, not 
to mention the dislocations caused 
by implementing it 

A recent letter from several 
members of the School Commit 
tee quoted Dr, Strand as saying 
that redistricting Hyde children 
would result in 22.73 pupils/class 
in the receiver schools. It is ab- 
surd to express the quality of 
education to two decimal places. 
One could point out that increas- 
ing the ratio of Newton pupils 
from 23.30 to 23.55 would result in 
savings equivalent to closing one 
school. It is hard to believe that 
such a change would result in the 
“drastic” reduction of quality of 
education imagined by some 

We don't (necessarily) recom- 
mend even such a small increase 
in pupil ratio. The point is that 
such obsession with educational 
engineering leaves out many non- 
numeric considerations. We 
regard the experience of local 
community life to be very signifi- 
cant in the education of a small 
child, whose social horizons tend 
to be limited, and this factor is 
hard to express in anynumbers. 

Scattering the children of a 
coherent existing community 
among 4 or 5 schools is a minor 
atrocity, and is detrimental to 
their social education, The idea 
that 22.73 pupils/class in someone

School security plan offered 


With regard to your recent front 
page story on children’s safety in 
the Newton schools, I am pleased 
to see a long-ignored issue finally 
receive public attention, 

It has alv amazed me that 
some of our schools are not ac- 
countable for children’s safe ar- 
rival at the beginning of the school 
day. Many parents scoot their 
child out the door, oblivious to the 
fact that that if he or she does not 
get to school (for whatever 
reasons) the classroom teacher 
will assume that child is ill. With 
statistics pointing to the walk to 
and from school as one of the most 
vulnerable times for child- 








snatching, it would seem logical 
to ascertain the whereabouts of 
every child as soon as possible to 
find out that a child is missiong. 
At the elementary level, parents 
and administrators might con- 
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sider utilizing a system whereby 
parents call in a child’s absence to 
the school office before 9 a.m. If 
attendance was to be taken in 
each classroom, a child absent 
without a corresponding parent 
call would have a better chance to 
be located. 


For my own peace of mind, I 
choose to drive my children to 
school each day before I go to 
work. I have a friend who sends a 
dime with her daughter so that 
she can call home when she ar- 
rives safely at school. But tighter 
school procedures could provide 
this peace of mind for all parents.

V. Our Selves - The buck stops 
with us, the citizens. The ac 
tivities of the sundry parts of city 
government are restricted by law. 
The School Committee can say, "" 
We aren't allowed to consider the 
impact of school decisions on the 
communities."’ The Aldermen can 
say, ‘‘We can't consider matters 
relating to schools,’ And the 
Mayor can say, ‘‘I didn't do it, the 
School Committee did it.” 


This is a ridiculous state of af- 
fairs. As citizens of our 
neighborhoods, our city and our 
state, we must harass our elected 
officials to find ways to protect 
our local prerogatives. 


We must also examine our own 
philosophies, ideas, and policies, 
to be sure that they have not 
become outmoded and detrimen- 
tal. “School Consolidation” may 
have been a very sound policy 
some years ago. Now, a third of 
our elementary schools have been 
closed, and the Bureau of Census 
has just announced that the U 
has more people in the 0-5 year 
age group than at any time in the 
past 15 years (and increasing at 
three percent per year since 
1980). Has ‘Consolidation’ 
become a financially reckless 
policy? How much does it cost to- 
day to take land and build a new 
elementary school to Newton 
standards? 








Is the ‘shredding of a communi- 
ty” (J. Voelkort), by sending its 
children to four or five other 
neighborhoods for elementary 
schooling even in the spirit of the 
original Consolidation” policy? 


From all sides we hear 
assurances that children will be 
able to “adapt” to school closings. 
Of course they will. Children are 
very adaptable, and even adults 
can adapt. History shows us that 
man and woman can adapt to war 
and seduction, to famine and 
plague, to dictatorship and con- 
centration camps, 


If a big apartment building 
were built in the middle of Beacon 
Street, we could adapt to it, and 
learn to drive around it on side 
streets. The question is, what 
should we “adapt to,”’ and what 
do we want to ‘‘adapt”’ to, and 
what is it prudent to adapt to?

Although last night may not 
have been a “happy” night for the 
winners, for the “losing” side, it 
was a time of painful disappoint 
ment 

“I really wanted to win,” said 
Anne Rawls, co-president of the 
Campaign for Village Schools 
(CVS) and one of the initiators of 
the petition drive that spawned 
the referendum. 

“We lost tonight; the city will 
lose in the long run,” predicted 
her husband, Jay Meehan, 
another strong supporter of the 
Campaign. 

The Hyde School was among the 
first considered for closing in the 
late 70s and was recommended 
for consolidation once before by 
former Superinentendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink. One of 
Hyde's toughest fights against 
closing centered on the fact that 
the oldest of the school’s three 
buildings was severely damaged 
by fire three years ago and has 
not yet been rebuilt. 

While the referendum “‘win- 
ners” chalked their succ up to 
a “rightful’’ belief in consolida- 
tions on the part of the voters, 
those who had fought the School 
Committee’s closing decision re- 

rained convinced that the city’s 
voters had been mislead by school 
officials and that they had acted 
out of fear and revenge. 

“I think the people of Newton 
were taken in by the idea the there 
is declining enrollment and that 
they need to save money,” Rawls 
said. ‘It’s very hard to convince 
them (otherwise).”” 

Ward 6 Alderman Rodney 
Barker, whose district includes 
Newton Highlands, had even less 
faith in Newton voters. 

“T interpret it that I think it’s 
mainly a fear vote,” Barker said.

Eating disorders: 
Anorexia victims 


starve themselves

When Cathy began starving herself a year 
ago, her father frightened and confused. 


“I'd make pancakes for breakfast and put 
them in front of her and she wouldn’t touch it — I 
couldn’t understand it,’’ he said, shrugging his 
shoulders helplessley. ‘‘The doctor told us we 
couldn’t force her to eat. It was whee 


Cathy’s mother blamed herself and the 17- 
year-old had to be hospitalized and fed in- 
travenously. ‘irst I felt frightened, then guil- 
ty,” she said. “I asked myself, ‘Why me? What 
did I do?'’” 


The rest of the family was also plagued by 
guilt. ‘She told me never to tell anyone,”’ said 
Cathy’s younger sister. ‘I felt wicked guilty.” 


And the illness fell heavily on Cathy, herself. 
“Sometimes, the guilt is really strong,’’ she ad- 
mitted. ‘I'm ashamed of what I put my family 
through — especially the money. There have been 
times when I've gone up to them and said, ‘Do you 
hate me?’ I would hate me.”’ 

After months of therapy and hospitalization, 
Cathy still dreads mealtimes. She's five feet, five 
inches tall and weighs less than 90 pounds. Every 
week, she must report to the hospital to be weigh- 
ed, 

Cathy does not know what caused her anorexia 
nervosa, a psychiatric disorder whereby an over- 
whelming desire for thinness leads to self- 
inflicted starvation with doctors estimating two 
out of every 10 anorexics die, But the high 
schooler hopes that by speaking openly about her 
daily struggle to eat, she can help other anorexics 
and their families 

For that reason, in April of 198, Cathy 
answered a newspaper advertisement and agreed 
to participate in a film about eating disorders for 
‘First Wednesday,’ Newton Cable TV Founda- 
tion’s monthly public affairs series. 

“The first time I met Cathy, she was at the 
hospital,’ recalled independent filmmaker 
Elizabeth Bunker, whose film, Cathy, Portrait of 
an Anorexic premiered last month on Newton 
cable television. ‘She was 18, very expressive, 
bright, curious, wanting to help and scared. Her 
mother didn’t want her to do it because she 
thought the tape would hurt her, but Cathy kept 
fighting. 

‘*Her mother did eventually agree, but it was 
very difficult for so private a family to open up 
their souls,’’ continued Bunker, a former Newton 
resident. ‘They did it with the intention it would 
help other families understand a little more.” 

Doctors and therapists are still trying to figure 
out why so many women mostly between the 
ages of 10 and 22 are starving themselves or 
becoming bulimic. Similar to ancient Roman 
eating orgies, bulimies gorge themselves, often 


consuming 3,000 calories in an hour, and then in- 
duce vomiting or take laxitives to prevent weight 
gain. The binging and purging activity is 
sometimes repeated four times daily. Bulimia is 
believed to afflict one out of five college-aged 
women. 

Barbara Harrington, who spent seven years

“pigging out and then vomiting,’’ believes 
anorexia and bulimia are inevitable in a society 
obsessed with thin, attractive women. 

“You open any magazine and on one page there 
is a diet and the other has a recipe for desserts,” 
she said during a televised panel discussion that 
followed Bunker's 30-minute film. “And women 
cannot eat them because we were told we have to 
diet and slim down to the point where we almost 
look adolescent. 

“Studies show that 99 percent of all women say 
they spend a major part of their time dieting or 
thinking about it,’’ continued the recovered 
bulimic. ‘But chronic dieting is just as much an 
eating disorder as bulimia. Unsuccessful dieting 
causes people to spend their entire lifetime with a 
low self esteem. But since dieting is cultural, 
everybody thinks it’s normal."’ 

Dr. Ellen Wolfe, a psychologist participating in 
the panel discussion, noted that cultural 


pressures for thinness do not seem to have the 
same effect on men as most anorexics are fernale 


*Thinness is not as much of a stigma among 
men,”’ she said, *‘Large men are not looked down 
upon, But there are some male anorexics in dance 
and running," 

Harrington and former anorexic Sue Clement 
travel throughout New England performing Food 
Fright, an original play about women's relation- 
ships with food. The two hope audiences will leave 
their performances convinced that dieting is a 
profitable, destructive industry not a normal 
way of life. 

“Kids see their parents going crazy with food 
and dieting and they don’t know what to eat,’’ said 
Clement, who starved herself between the ages of 
21 and 25, until she weighed 70 pounds. ‘A study 
Says that the strongest bond between mothers and 
their teenaged daughters is dieting.” 


“It's a way of proving you're a real woman,’’ 
said Clement. ‘You're denying to yourself and 
giving to others.” 


“Parents tell their kids who go to prep school 
not to come home until they lose five pounds,’ 
ded Harrington, ‘‘Or they tell their kid the: 
go to tennis camp until they've lost weight. 

The change in Cathy’s eating behavior began 
around the time she broke up with her boyfriend 
and her mother went back to work. 


“Thad this deep-rooted feeling of not being hap- 
py with myself so I tortured my body,’ she sur- 
mised, ‘‘I’d devour half a box of cookies and then 
feel really guilty so! started inducing vomiting. 


“I thought it was stupid — I knew it was dumb 
but I couldn’t help it,”’ she continued, “That was 
in January. By mid march, I couldn't do it 
anymore. It hurt my throat and dots of blood 
would come up and my eyes would water, And I 
had gotten sneaky about it. So, I decided I had to 
eat less of everything.” 


Now, Cathy is desperately trying to gain 
weight. ‘My ultimate goal is to get back my 
period,”’ she said. ‘I always wanted 14 kids,”” 

also wants to be a veterinarian, but she'll 
never realize any of those plans unless she can br-

hh week, doctors monitor Cathy to make 

she’s eating enough to stay alive, “When 
physicians finally see their emaciated patients, 
they've usually lost at least 25 percent of their 
body weight, lost their menstrual period due to 
hormonal! imbalance, they have dry, cracking 
skin, constipation, cold intolerance, sleeplessness 
and yellowish skin,’ said Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital’s Dr. Michael Levin, “One of the 
dangers is that during starvation, the body can 
begin to feed on its own muscle,” 


Cathy is also in therapy. ‘My doctor said that 
(eating) was the only area in my life I had control 
over,"’ she said, “It's embarrasing to look back 
and see what I've done to my body 

I want to go to college but I can't until 1 get my 
weight back up,"’ Cathy added, frustration creep: 
ing into her soft voice. ‘That should be inspiration 
enough for me but when I sit down to eat, it all 
disappears. 

“I just wished they could hook me up lo a 
machine so I could get the whole weight gain over 
with — It’s so hard.”

Richard Goldberg 
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Kilburn ventures abroad to teach teachers

NEWTON — Next fall, while the 
rest of the city’s school staff are 
instructing students in such 
familiar spots as Newtonville, 
Auburndale and Waban, Newton 
Science Coordinator Robert 
Kilburn will be across the Atlantic 
in Lisbon, Portugal 
teachers. 

The 53-year-old science and 
education expert is taking part in 
a program set up by the Por 
tugese government to upgrade the 
level of teacher training in the 
country’s elementary schools 
Kilburn will stationed at the Na 
tional University for Education, 
where he will be a thesis advisor 
for 20 Portugese teachers 
specializing in science education 
He will also travel around the 
country visiting elementary 
schools 

Kilburn's 20 advisees are 
among 99 teachers working 
toward their Masters in Educa 
tion, who will eventually staff 11 
new Portugese training colleges, 
scheduled to open in 1986, When 
the Portugese government an- 
nounced the new program, 1000 of 
the country’s teachers applied for 
the Master’s training, but only the 


teaching 





99 were accepted, the 
coordinator noted 

“To me, it’s the most thrilling 
thing that’s happened to me pro 
fessionally,” Kilburn said. ‘It’s 
kind of heady to think that 
everybody (in Portugal) who's go- 
ing to be training elementary 
teachers in science in the next 15 
years will have taken my class.” 

Kilburn heard about the pro- 
gram through Boston University, 
where he is a lecturer, The univer 
sity is assisting the Portugese 
with the training program and all 
of the teachers, who will earn 
their masters degrees from B.U., 
are spending this summer here 
taking courses and doing field 
observation in area schools 
museurns cher resource 
center Kilburn will begin 
teaching the group at B.U, at the 
end of the month. 

The Newton administrator 
speaks only a little Portugese and 
although his classes will be taught 
in English, he is somewhat con: 
cerned about possible com 
munication problems. 

‘I can get to the bathroom and 
not starve,’’ Kilburn joked. “But 
there will be a language problem 
because my Portugese is weak 
and their English (is not that 
strong)."’ In Portugal, he said, 


science

English takes a back seat to 
French and Spanish as a second 
language 

For Kilburn, the brevity of both 
the Portugese teachers’ visit here 
and his own visit to their country 
is the most frustrating aspect of 
the exchange. 

You rarely get an audience as 
enthusiastic and with as varied 
experience (as these teachers),’’ 
he said. He described the masters 
candidates as ranging in age from 
the high 20s to 50, with most in the 
30 to 40-year-old range and all of 
them “very knowledgeable about 
teaching and programs.” 

Some of the teachers are from 
Portugese universities are 
from the country's National In 
stitute of Education, others are 
from the Portugese Department 
of Education and about 60 to 70 
percent are elementary or junior 
or senior high school teachers, 
Kilburn said 

Kilburn has taught in Africa 
and Newfoundland and trained 
teachers at both Syracuse Univer 
sity and Utica College in New 
York state. He has travelled ex 
tensively in Europe, although he 
has never been to Portugal 
before. 

The experienced educator said 
he feels the only real educational 


some 


weakness of the Portugese is in 
volving students in “open-ended 
investigations something he 
will be doing a lot of himself as a 
thesis advisor 

I think so much of the Euro 
pean system tends to be lecture 


oriented,” Kilburn explained. He 
described Portugal as ‘‘a place 
where you can see your own 


culture 70 years ago, ina way 
They're basically an agrarian 

culture and we haven't been one 
for a long time,’’ he said 

The American school system 
was very hard for the visiting 
teachers to understand, Kilburn 
said 


Portugal has a very, very 
strong central authority he ex 
plained, ‘'There are no principals 
The elementary schools are 
governed by boards of teachers 
who 








have full teaching respon 
sibilities. The national govern 
ment determines what will be 
taught 


I think they (the teachers) are 
just amazed,”’ he said. ‘‘On first 
glance (at the U.S. system), they 
just can’t imagine people func 
tioning having to make their own 
choices; but they do see that it’s

Rebuilding job awaits Clark

NEWTON Although it ended 
in disappointment with an 11-10 
loss to Framingham South in the 
tournament, the season that the 
Newton North lacrosse team en: 
joyed can’t be understated, The 
Tigers posted a 14-4 record, and 
only a sensational individual per- 
formance by Framingham mid- 
fielder Al Rotarti, an All- 
American, kept Newton from a 
showdown with Concord-Carlisle 
for the Eastern Mass. title 

Coach Rick Clark can’t dwell on 
this year’s successes or failures, 
however, because for a coach, 
next year begins the day after this 
year ends. And Clark readily ad- 
mits that with 11 seniors ‘‘we’ve 
got some work to do.”’ 

The holes left by the graduating 
players are of the major league 
variety, although in most places 
there is potential in the players 
expected to fill those holes. What 
those players will have to do next 
year is turn promise into produc- 
tion. 

Nowhere is that more true than 
at attack, where Tom Ryan and 
Kyle Schiller, the top two scorers 
on the team, have moved on. 
Ryan easily led the team with 27 
goals and 36 a its for 63 points, 
with Schiller in second 20 points 
back (27-16-43). 

Both were three-year starters 
at Newton, and Clark knows that 
“we can't replace them that easi- 
ly."” 

There is, however, a big group 
of juniors who have seen some ac- 
tion this year and have shown the 
ability to score. What they haven't 
shown is that they can do it game 
in and game out. 

Leading that group is Charlie 
Albanese, who scored 18 goals this

Right behind Albanese are 
Kevin McGrath, John Boudreau 
and Fran Yerardi. 

“They're a good group of kids,” 
said Clark. ‘‘They can 
grow... They've got to prove their 
leadership...If they come through 
that will be a real big plus."” 

Midfield is without a doubt the 
strong point of the club. The entire 
second and third lines return- 
ing, although the three first-line 
players are gone, along with some 
of the depth at the position. 

Among the missing will be the 
first line of Jim Quinn, Paul 
Talmo and Robert Cloonan. Quinn 
finished only a point behind 
Schiller in the scoring totals with 
26-16-42. 

Jim Walker, Brian Edmonston 
and Brian Corrigan were also 
seniors this season, as they con- 
tributed as role players in certain 
situations, 

Stepping into the spotlight at 
midfield will be this year’s 
number two unit of Paul Healey, 
Dan Nardone and Tom Dalican- 
dro. All three are juniors. 

Nardone was the top scorer 
among the underclassmen this 
season with a line of 17-4-21. 
Healey picked up 10 points. Both 
players have been rting for the 
Tigers since their sophomore 
years and they will serve as the 
team’s captains next season. 

“There's room for growth,” 
said Clark of the trio, which he is 
counting upon heavily for next 
season, 

Junior Rich Claflin and 
sophomores Otto Mariano and Pat 
Poon made up this season's third 
line, and they were very im- 


pressive, The most likely scenario 
has them moving up as a unit to 
form the second line, but if Clark 
runs into problems with his at- 
tackers, he'll be quick to move 
one or more of these three up 
front 

“They'll push a lot of people,” 
stressed the coach 

Another middie who should see 
a lot of playing time next year is 
John Morrissey. The junior has 
excellent speed, but needs to work 
on his stick in the off-season 

Defensively, Clark faces a ma- 
jor rebuilding program, including 
in the net. Rich Peach stepped in- 
to a pressure situation this season 
and sparkled, making the league 
all-star team. Ryan, Schiller, 
Quinn, Nardone and defensemen 
Kevin Blake and Ted Broderick 
also made that squad. 

Clark is ‘very optimistic’ that 
another standout goalie will be 
ready to step in next spring, in the 
person of sophomore Matt 
Keegan. “He's a good one,”’ said 
the coach, ‘‘and should be a big 
plus." 

In front of the net, the Tigers 
will be losing what Clark thought 
was the best defensive unit in the 
state. The trio of Blake, Broderick 
and Paul Boudreau made this 
awfully tough on opposing at- 
tackers this season. 

Blake was an All-American, one 
of the top defenders in the state. 
He usually took on the biggest 
guns one-on-one and almost 
always came out on top. 
Broderick was overshadowed by 
Blake, but was a great 
defenseman in his own right. 
Boudreau, the second fastest per- 
son on the team, was just a notch 
behind those two. 

The defense will also be losing 
Dan Santangelo, who possesses 
excellent stick skills, 


The leading candidates to step 
into those rather large shoes are 
juniors Jim Staley and Robert 
Duffy 

“They've got a big void to fill,’ 
said the coach, ‘They understand 
how the game is supposed to be 
played.” 

Newton also has some players 
coming up from the junior varsity 
who could help immediately, All 
have strengths, but all have areas 
that need improvement as well 

At attack, sophomore Josh 
Carpenter looks good but still has 
to work on his stick and 
understanding of the game. 

At midfield, Clark has a bunch 
of promising prospects coming up 
through the ranks. Juniors Rusty 
Halloran, Tim Marchand, Joe 
Oliveto, Ray Rowland, Eric 
Morschella and Chuck Leone all 
will battle for playing time next 
season. 

There's also a good freshman 
contingent that could pressure the 
upperclassmen. Mark Adams, 
David Brecher, Nick Mariano, 
Frank MeNeil, Brian Claflin and 
Jeff Swett are very promising 
athletes. 

Defensively, the Tigers will 
need help from such play as 
junior Scott Hamblett, 
sophomores Aaron Heesch, Scott 
Lancilotti and David Redmond, 
and freshman David St. Ger- 
maine. Doug Proia also had a 
very good first year. St. Germaine 
may be the best of that group in 
time, as he has excellent speed 
and good skills. Heesch hi 
on his side, while Lancilotti boa 
good speed.

Backman reports hog tying of prisoners 


The “hog tying’ of prisoners at Walpole State Prison was 
reported by Sen, Jack H. Backman (D-Brookline-Newton) to the 
governer recently 

Hand-delivered letters from Backman, Senate Chairman of the 
Human Services Committee, Gov. Micheal S. Dukakis and other of- 
ficials called attention to acts of ‘barbaric and unconstitutional” 
cruelty to prisoners in the segregation block at the prison 

Backman charged that prisoners in Ten-Block were being “hog- 
tied”’ in isolation cells. This is a practice of shackling prisoners’ 
hands and feet together behind their backs with steel handcuffs for 
periods up to eight hours. This followed by a week the practice of 
having Walpole Block-Ten prisoners wearing striped uniforms. 

Backman urged an immediate investigation to ascertain the facts 
of segregation block conditions and policies “which have been a per: 
sistent source of complaint and unrest and which threaten the 
stability of the entire prison 


National Disability System reformed 


Sen. Jack H. Backman (D, Brookline-Newton) and Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D. Newton-Waltham), co-chairmen of the Massachusetts 
Special Commission on Social Security Disability, applauded the 
U.S. Senate's recent unanimous approval (96-0) of legislation to 
reform the national disability system. The Senate vote followed a 
similar House vote of 410-1 

The two legislators jointly chair the Special Commission of Social 
Security Disability, formed in 1982 as a result of legislation filed by 
them in response to charges that thousands of the state’s citizens 
were being improperly deprived of Social Security benefits 

In a subsequent series of hearings, the Special Commission un- 
covered evidence of widespread administrative abuse of right of 
recipients which the Commission then reported to the Governor and 
to Congresss. Many of the Commission’s recommendations are in- 
corportated into the recently passed federal legislation 








Shannon proposes memorial for Marines 
On the day traditionally set aside to honor our nation’s flag, Con- 
gressman James M. Shannon, D-Mass., asked the Congress to honor 
the U.S, Marines who served in Lebanon from 1982 until early 1984 
as part of a Multinational Peacekeeping orce. Shannon proposed a 
national memorial dedicated to these Marines, ‘‘a tangible 
reminder of the principles for which the Marines served, and for 
which some of them died.’’ The memorial would make special men- 
tion of the 266 men who lost their lives while serving there. 

Shannon's measure recommends that the Memorial be placed 
along the approach to Arlington National Cemetery 














Mann resolution accepted by mayors 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann, who chairs a subcommittee on health for 
the U.S Conference of Mayors, introduced this weekend two health 
care resolutions designed to tighten-up standards for drug labeling 
and encourage reform of national health programs. 

At the two-day Annual Conference of Mayors in Philadelphia, 
Penn., Mann convinced his big city colleagues to accept a resolution 
calling on drug manufacturers to adopt ‘‘clear and responsible”’ 
labeling on prescription and over-the-counter products intended for 
use by children, 

In the resolution, Mann made special mention of ‘‘pediculosis- 
related” drugs used by children to eliminate the infestation of head 
lice, 

Ina second resolution accepted at the conference, Mann, who has 
been working within his committee to achieve financing reform of 
overburdened health care systems, asked his fellow mayors to en- 
courage the development of new health service systems. 

Because the ng costs of health care will “inevitably” result in 
anew way of organizing and financing health care delivery, the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors encouraged reform of health services. 

Attached were a number of conditions, including strong prohibi- 
tions against dumping” certains segments of the population and 
special allowances for health care providers who serve high propo- 
tions of poor or ‘‘vulnerable”’ people.

, Seniority no help to 
dismissed teachers

NEWTON The School Committee voted 
Monday night to dismiss five tenured 


teachers, effective at the end of this school 
year, ‘‘for reasons of declining enrollment, ef 
ficiency in the system and the fiscal restraints 
imposed by Proposition 2'%."" 


Four of the five reductions-in-force (rifs) 
came in the guidance counseling department, 
which was also hard-hit in last year's staff 
reductions, All four department staff were 
laid off in deference to a more junior 
counselor, who was kept on “for the purpose 
of maintaining affirmative action." 


Thomas O'Conor, Assistant Superintendent 
for Personnel for the city’s schools, asserted, 
however, that the decision to rif one of the 
counselors, Newton South High School staffer 
Sandra Alexander, was based on a lack of cer 
tification and not on seniority. Under state law 
riffed employees have until the start of the 
next school year to gain any necessary cer 
tification : 


The fifth teacher dismissed is employed in 
the library department. Karl Reinke, an 
audio-visual specialist at Newton North High 
School, was selected for riffing because he is 
the most junior staff member in that depart 
ment, O'Conor said. The decision on Reinke 
also involved certification 

All five staff had been employed in the 
system for six to 10 years, O’Conor said. He 
reported that the minority staff member re 
tained in the guidance department has worked 
in Newton for between five and six years 

The guidance dpartment was hardest hit

because it consists entirely of tenured staff 
and does not have the flexibility allowed by 
non-tenured teachers, O'Conor said 

The School Committee cut its staff by 45 full 
time equivalents (F'.T.E.s) this year. Attrition 
and the release of non-tenured staff meant, 
however, that only five tenured teachers ac- 
tually had to be laid off. School officials hope 
further attrition over the summer months 
may allow them to hire back some of those 
employees. Riffed staff are eligible for rehire 
for two years after their dismissal. 

“I make these recommendations very 
reluctantly,’’ Superintendent of Schools John 
Strand told the audience after the committee 
had voted on the rifs, “I am hopeful some of 
thse individuals will be recalled.”’ 

The School Committee is required by state 
law to follow an elaborate and precise pro- 
cedure in voting on rifs. The committee took a 
roll call vote on each of the employees, in- 
cluding in the motion the reasons for the 
dismissal. 

All passed unanimously with the exception 
of the vote on William Yunker, a full-time 
counselor who divides his time equally bet- 
ween Day Junior High School and Newton 
North High. Committee member Robert 
Ricles abstained on that vote. In an interview 
after the meeting, Ricles cited important 
work Yunker had done several years ago with 
his son as his reason for abstaining. 

Also riffed from the guidance department 
were Jennifer King and Sharon Milinsky, both 
full-time counselors at Day Junior High 
School.

Virginia and all at one time hand- 
somely displayed for public view, 
have disappeared; lost in the shuffle 
of time that saw the collection moved 
from one place to another before en- 
ding up in a much diminished form at 
Newton city hall in the 1930s 





“Things might have been thrown 
away, or stolen, or taken home by 
people who were handling the collec- 
tion,”’ said Marchand, an office pro- 
duct salesman for Standard 
Duplicator Corp. in Andover. “It’s a 
real shame.” 


Once touted by Post 62 as ‘‘one of 
the most remarkable collections of 
war relics to be found anywhere,” it is 
now neither remarkable or unique. 
Only a few pieces remain, either lock- 
ed in storage or encased behind glass 
at the War Memorial building in city 
hall. 





A few flags, some bayonets and 
swords, and a couple of uniforms are 
but some of the remnants of a collec- 
tion that was catalogued in the early 
part of this century as numbering 556 
separate items, all relating to the bat- 
tlefield or lifestyle of civil war com- 
batants. 





It is, indeed, a mystery; not only for 
Marchand but for present and future 
generations he says are deprived of 
the opportunity to peek through the 
dust-stained window that affords 
them a glimpse of the past. 


But Marchand, an avowed 
outhern sympathizer’? who par- 
ticipates in battle re-enactments as a 
member of the Confederate 34th 
Virginia Regiment, is attempting in- 
stead to help rebuild the civil war col- 
lection at the War Memorial building 
with what is still available 
He is the right man for the job. 








Marchand, who takes particular 
pride in his extensive collection of 
daguerreotypes and tintypes of battle 
participants and civilians (including 
“Miss Pepper,” a former slave who 
went on to become the madame of a 











popular Tennessee bordello), has 
visited most of the Eastern bat- 
tlefields, the scenes of countless 


bloodbaths between countrymen torn 
apart by conflicting loyalties. 








Manassas. Gettysburg. Harper's 
Ferry. Richmond. Petersburg. Coal 
Harbor. Chancellorsville, Brandy Sta- 
tion. Ball's Bluff. Fredericksburg 
Marchand has visited them all, occa- 
sionally stooping on hands and knees 
to scrape from the belly of the earth a 
time-worn remnant from the past. He 








adds it to his collection 

Marchand knows about the Newton 
boys who, like 20-year-old Charles 
Ward, volunteered to serve in Com- 
pany K, recruited locally by Capt. J. 
Cushing Edmands and mustered into 
the 32d Massachusetts Regiment. 
Those who survived the battles, skir- 
mishes and campaigns were at Ap- 
pomatix Court House to witness the 
surrender of Confederate General 
Robert B. Lee 





People like Charles Cooke, a 22- 
year-old glassgrinder from Elmwood 


Street, and Ezra Farnsworth, a 
Newton boy killed during the 
Wilderness Campaign, are 


remembered by Marchand because 
he owns bits and pieces of their lives 

a shaving mug, grooming comb, 
haversack, small pocket knife or 
diary 





“I'm just dying for someone in 
Newton to invite me to go through 
their attic. Who knows what I'll find,” 
hand says with enthusiasm. 
“That's what I’m always looking for, 
out-of-the-attic Newton stuff.” 


Maybe, some day, poring over a 
chest brimming with civil war period 
pieces, Marchand may help solve the 
mystery of the Charles Ward Post 62 
collection...a little at a time, piece by 
piece.

The measure was reconsidered on 
June 4 by Alderman Robert Tennant, 
who earlier this week conceded he ex- 
pected no ‘‘major turnaround” on the 
part of those aldermen who originally 
voted in favor of the ordinance, 








The law is the first of its kind in New 
England and makes Newton the first 
East Coast community to take action 
in protecting non-smoking workers 
from their puffing co-employees, 
following the lead set by San Fran- 
cisico earlier this year. 

Supporters of the measure, par- 
ticularly members of Group Against 
Smoking Pollution (GASP), hope the 
Newton ordinance will serve as a 
model for other Massachusetts cities 
and towns. 

Mann, who could exercise his veto 
power and send the ordinance back to 
the board for an override attempt, 
said Tuesday he has no comment on 
the smoking ordinance or any action 
he may take with regard to it.
